The following health services were available from State-Federal tax 
money and local voluntary contribution to protect the health of the people of 
Concord, along with the people of the other towns and cities in Vermont. A 
tabulation of the principal State Health Department services which the resi- 
dents of your town used last year* follows:

At the request of attending doctors 0 
children received pediatric consultations, 0 received hospital diagnosis, 11 with 
orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological conditions received services or ap- 
pliances through clinics for handicapped children and 0 were given financial aid 
toward hospitalization costs. Mental retardation clinic services were extend- 
ed to 0 children. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 2 persons received chest x- 
rays; 60 children received immunizations, including boosters, against diphther- 
ia, whooping cough and/or tetanus. Polio immunizations, including boosters, 
were given 240 chlidren and adults in clinics and conferences, and 22 people 
obtained immunizations during the summer mobile polio program. The state 
laboratory performed tests on 23 water samples, 0 food and dairy products, 
101 blood specimens and 6 other specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and biologi- 
cals were distributed for protection against communicable diseases. 

There were 8 sanitary inspections or consultations made at the town’s 
food and lodging places and 7 concerning water supply, sewage disposal, public 
buildings and other problems, to protect health through improved town sani- 
tation. Services to maintain and improve adult health in industry included 
0 chest x-rays and inspections and consultations at plants. In connection with 
the state licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal aid program for hos- 
pital and medical facility construction there were 2 inspections-consultations 
to hospitals, nursing homes and homes for the aged. 

Mental health services, through guidance clinics, educational meetings or 
consultations, were received by 0 persons and groups. Individual interviews 
with the psychiatrist, psychologist or psychiatric social worker were given 1. 
Under the community mental health program to develop local projects for 
prevention, treatment or education in mental health, financial assistance and 
staff consultations are available. 

To promote better dental health, 1 consultations and services were pro- 
vided groups or individuals on town or school dental health problems. 

In cancer work, 0 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor clinics or 
were financially helped with hospitalization costs. 

All programs in the department offer educational services. Pamphlets, 
films, a news release and information service and speakers are available. A 
health educator is available to help town groups study their health problems 
and plan educational programs. 

The public health nurse served at well-child and school conferences, x-ray 
and immunization clinics, assisted by local people. She visited homes, doctors, 
and agencies, making 245 visits on behalf of 58 persons and community health 
activities. Her service is an essential element in the department’s program 
for health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and education.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Concord School District 


At the time this report is being written, January 15, 1962, 
there are 117 elementary pupils enrolled in the Village School 
and 71 at East Concord. Sixteen of the total number of 188 are 
non-resident tuition pupils from Lunenburg, Granby and Kirby. 
The enrollment at Concord High School at this time is 102. 
Fifty-six of that number are tuition pupils. Corresponding en- 
rollment figures for September 1961 can be obtained from the 
statistical portion of this report. 

At present no elementary teacher has a pupil load in excess 
of 28. In the primary grades the pupil load varies from 18-25. 
This favorable situation was brought about by the employment 
of another primary grade teacher and the conversion of a section 
of the dual purpose room at Concord into a suitable classroom. 

The school buildings have been kept in good shape. During 
the past summer the heating systems were checked, furnaces 
cleaned, all classroom and corridor floors were sealed and cement 
floors painted. The construction of needed storage cabinets for 
books and teaching supplies at East Concord is greatly appre- 
ciated by the teachers. The installation by the Alumni Associa- 
tion of 2 exhaust fans in the hot lunch kitchen at Concord was a 
desirable improvement. 

Speaking of improvements, I feel that the voters should give 
serious consideration to the necessity of providing comfortable 
temperatures in the East Concord gym and also to the need for a 
suitable place to prepare hot lunches at that school. 

Concord’s share of state aid for the 1960-61 school year was 
$20,350.24. According to present data the 1962 state aid should 
be around $20,500. 

Plans are going forward to resume the topical fluoride pro- 
gram for pupils in grades 2, 5 and 8 beginning next September. 
The program is being set up by four superintendents in the 
northeastern section of the state with the aim of having it con- 
tinue from year to year. I am confident that all parents will be 
pleased to have this project back again, and that they will coop- 
erate as in the past. 

The proposed budget of $89,200 for the school year 7/1/62- 
6/30/63 deserves the study of all citizens. I feel that when we 
consider the still increasing cost of services and materials, the 
problem of securing and keeping good teachers adherence to the 
laws affecting teachers’ salaries and sick leave benefits, a fine 
transportation system, and payment of bonds and interest, the 
recommended budget is in no way excessive. 

I*wish to express appreciation for the cooperation and help 
of parents, school nurse, P. T. A.’s and the Concord Alumni As- 
sociation.

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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1962 


The following health services were available from State-Federal tax 
money and local voluntary contribution to protect the health of the people of 
Concord, along with the people of the other towns and cities in Vermont. A 
tabulation of the principal State Health Department services which the resi- 
dents of yuor town used last year* follows: 

With the aim of keeping children well and helping handicapped children, 
well-child and school conferences were attended by 253 children. Nutrition 
and dietary consultations numbered 3. At the request of attending doctors, 
0 children received pediatric consultations, 0 received hospital diagnosis, 12 
with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological conditions received services or 
appliances through clinics for handicapped children and 1 was given financial 
aid toward hospitalization costs. Mental retardation clinic services were ex- 
tended tto 0 children. 

In the effort to control communicable disease 2 persons received chest 
x-rays; 150 children received immunizations, including boosters, against diph- 
theria, whooping cough and/or tetanus. Polio immunizations, including 
boosters, were given 46 children and adults in clinics and conferences. The 
state laboratory performed tests on 9 water samples, 0 food and dairy prod- 
ucts, 38 blood specimens and 2 other specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and 
biologicals were distributed for protection against communicable diseases. 

There were 9 sanitary inspections or consultations made at the town’s 
food and lodging places and 6 concerning water supply, sewage disposal, public 
buildings and other problems, to protect health through improved town sani- 
tation. Services to mainitain and improve adult health in industry included 0 
chest x-rays and inspections and consultations at plants. In connection with 
the state licensing program and the Hill-Burton federal aid program for hos- 
pital and medical facility construction there were 1 inspections-consultations 
to hospitals, nursing homes and homes for the aged. 

Mental health services by guidance clinics through educational meetings 
or consultations, were received by 0 persons and groups. Individual inter- 
views with the psychiatrist, psychologist or psychiatric social worker were giv- 
en 0. Under tthe community mental! health program to develop local projects 
for prevention, treatment or education in mental health, financial assistance 
and staff consultations are available. 

To promote better dental health 0 school children received instruction 
from dental hygienists. 

In cancer work 0 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor clinics or 
were financially helped with hospitalization costs. . 

All programs in the department offer educational services. Pamphlets, 
films, a news release and information service and speakers are available. 

The public health nurse served at well-child and school conferences, x-ray 
and immunization clinics, assisted by local people. She visited homes, doc- 
tors, and agencies, making 302 visits on ‘behalf of 63 persons and community 
health activities. Her service is an essential element in the department’s pro- 
gram for health promotion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and edu- 
cation.

This twenty-seventh in the series of annual reports submit- 
ted to the people of Concord presents tabulations for the calen- 
dar year 1962. In the Department of Social Welfare’s programs 
of assistance to the aged, blind and disabled 30% of the costs of 
hospital and physician services, as well as the excess over $75.00 
per month in Nursing Home care, are assessed against the town 
of settlement of the recipients of such care. Participation 
charges incurred by your community during the past year for 
each of these types of care were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care $361.67 
Hospitalization Services $308.26 
Physician Services $143.40 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation in 
the program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at 
the rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred 
for the care of Committed Children are borne equally by the lo- - 
cal and state agencies. Charges assessed against your commun- 
ity for the former amounted to $426.67 and for the latter $_-____ 
for the year just closed. 


During April, 1962 there were 9 recipients of Old Age As- 
sistance, ____ recipients of Aid to the Blind and 3 recipients of 
Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled residing in your 
community. Direct money payments to these persons were fi- 
nanced entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other 
programs financed from these same sources were Services for 
the Blind, Adoption Services and the recently inaugurated Med- 
ical Aid for the Aged. Whhile no town-by-town records are com- 
piled for these categories, their benefits were available to all 
qualified residents.

REPORT TO THE VOTERS 


The counties of Caledonia, Essex and Orleans have recently 
made significant progress. Not long ago they constituted what 
was known as “Vermont’s forgotten corner.” Now they enjoy 
a position of prestige under the title of “The Northeast King- 
dom.” 


This change of station has come recently, however it is the 
result of many years of approaching problems and bids for prog- 
ress as an area united through the Northeastern Vermont Devel- 
opment Association. No one program can be credited with 
making the change, and no precise time can be pointed to as that 
moment when the new position was achieved. The history of 
this change must be considered as a chain of events each contrib- 
uting to the accomplished result. 


Each gain made must be considered as a new challenge and 
thus a new responsibility. For this reason the Northeastern 
Vermont Development Association must not ‘have only contin- 
ued support, but greater support. 


During the past year your NVDA has brought into being a 
Regional Planning Program. It has also brought to the North- 
east Kingdom the Redevelopment Program of the Area Rede- 
velopment Administration. With this program came the bene- 
fits of other programs such as the Accelerated Public Works 
Program which will in one instance save one community at least 
$300,000. The possibilities of other savings in ratio to the size 
of the community are numerous. 

In brief NVDA is helping communities to plan growth they 
desire, with NVDA taking the responsibility for molding this 
growth into a plan that will be advantageous to the entire North- 
east Kingdom. At the same time it is providing the tools ne- 
cessary to achieve the growth set forth in the plan. 

The continued support of the people of the Northeast King- 
dom and the communities in which they live will mean new 
gains. These gains will turn a long period of decline into a new 
period of growth. }

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
CONCORD SCHOOL DISTRICT 


At the time this report is being written, January 18, 1963, 
there are 182 pupils enrolled in the Concord elementary schools, 
and 107 in the high school. Seventeen of the elementary pupils 
and sixty-three of the high school pupils are non-residents for 
whom tuition is being received. Three Concord residents are 
attending St. Johnsbury Trade School. One half their tuition is 
paid by the Concord School District. An examination of the 
data sheet of this report presents the corresponding figures for 
September 1962. 


The latest texts and instructional materials have been amply 
supplied by the board. Many new reference books and mater- 
ials have been purchased for both the elementary and the high 
school. Plans are being made to further improve the library 
facilities of the high school. 


The use of television has greatly supplemented the teaching 
of science, modern mathematics, and Vermont history in the in- 
termediate and upper grades. Two new TV sets were pur- 
chased through N. D. E. A. for use in the Village School and the 
High School. A new antenna with leads to each of the three 
classrooms was installed at East Concord. 


While the present one-half hour of E T V over Channel 3 is 
of much help in bringing the latest techniques of instruction and 
subject matter data into the classroom, the proposed improve- 
ment to provide fuller subject selection and state wide coverage 
throughout the day as recommended to the Legislature is of 
vital importance to rural school areas in particular. 


As in the past the buildings and grounds have been kept in 
good shape. All items of maintenance and repair have been 
promptly attended to, to the end that the comfort and safety of 
all pupils is assured. 


A. most desirable remodeling project which consisted of the 
construction of a much needed hot lunch kitchen was completed 
during the past summer at the East Concord School. I suggest 
that those who have not already done so pay a visit to the school 
and view what the improvement accomplished not only for the 
school lunch facilities but also for the appearance of the gymnas- 
ium area. 


Concord’s share of state aid for the 1961-62 school year was 
$20,620.86. The amount for the previous year was $20,350.24 
According to present data it appears that the 1963 state aid for 
Concord will be approximately the same as the latter figure. 
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There has been much discussion recently concerning the re- 
vision of the present state aid formula. This revision should af- 
fect favorably the amount of state aid Concord may receive in 
1964. As an example, if the 1962 amount had been derived from 
the proposed equalization formula, the amount of aid apparently 
would have been around $32,600. However, these figures are 
purely hypothetical and many changes may be made to the pro- 
posed formula before it finally becomes law. In any case, it is 
of such importance that all taxpayers should be aware of it. 


The board gave careful consideration to the preparation of 
the budget of $93,636 for the school year 7/1/63-6/30/64. Near- 
ly two thirds of the total amount is for teachers’ salaries. When 
we consider the need for keeping good experienced teachers and 
the possibility of adding one more teacher to enrich the high 
school curriculum and maintain our relatively low pupil teacher 
ratio there, that amount is far from excessive. 


I am pleased to report that the Topical Fluoride Program 
has been resumed in this area. At the present time it looks like 
a permanent thing. The program consists of a thorough clean- 
ing of the teeth and four applications of a fluoride by a register- 
ed dental hyigienist. The cost per individual pupil was $4.50. 
The P. T. A.’s of Concord and East Concord paid one half of the 
costs for their respective schools. Forty six pupils participated 
in the program at Concord and twenty three at East Concord. 


At this time I wish to express my appreciation to all who 
have helped the schools in any way during the year. The 
P. T. A.’s, hot lunch workers, and the school nurse deserve spec- 
ial commendation for their untiring efforts in behalf of our 
schools.

This twenty-eighth in the series of annual reports submitted to 
the people of Concord presents tabulations for the calendar year 
1963. In the Department of Social Welfare’s program of assistance 
to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and physi- 
cian services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per month in Nurs- 
ing Home care, are assessed against the town of settlement of the 
recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by your 
community during the past year for each of these types of care 
were as follows: 


Nursing Home Care $206.40 
Hospitalization Services $159.42 
Physician Services $119.10 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the 
program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the rate 
of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for the care 
of Committed Children are borne equally by the local and state 
agencies. Charges assessed against your community for the for- 
mer amounted to $327.38 and for the latter $........ for the year 
just closed. 


During 1963 assistance was granted to 8 residents in your com- 
munity under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled program. 
Direct money payments to these persons were financed entirely 
out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs financed 
from these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption 
Services and Medical Aid for the Aged. While no town-by-town 
records are compiled for these categories, their benefits were avail- 
able to all qualified residents.

REPORT TO THE VOTERS 


The year of 1963 was a most important one for the Northeast 
Kingdom counties of Caledonia, Essex and Orleans. 


Each of the three counties gained at least one new industry. 
Individual communities in each county made vast gains in com- 
munity facilities. New recreational facilities, both commercial and 


State operated, were opened to the public. Tourism reached an 
all time high. 


The Northeast Kingdom became the first three county area in 
the east and one of the first in the nation to develop on the area 
level an Overall Economic Development Plan. This plan includes 
a complete inventory and evaluation of the natural and human re- 
sources of the Northeast Kingdom. The recommendations in this 
plan are the product of the thinking of 300 people with at least one 
representative from every town activity participating in this pro- 
gram. 


Four new local development groups came into being during 
1963. The Barton-Glover Fish and Game Club accepted co-spon- 
sorship of the Orleans Fisheries Project. Victory and Granby re- 
ceived electric power after several years of working on this project. 


Many other important steps forward were taken during 1963 
and in nearly every case your Northeastern Vermont Development 
Association played a role in making hopes into realities. Over 300 
individuals were aided by NVDA during the year as were a ma- 
jority of the towns. 


In dollars and cents well over $2,000,000 were saved through 
grants or participation programs because NVDA sponsored the 
ARA program for the area. One industrial loan of $88,000.00 was 
made by ARA to a Northeast Kingdom community industry. Dur- 
ing 1964 the industrials loans now in process and known to be 
forthcoming could amount to in excess of $7,000,000. 


New permanent jobs your NVDA helped to secure this year 
topped the 100 mark. In 1964 this figure could be many times this 
amount with success with a portion of the present industrial clients. 


Your continued support is necessary if NVDA is to have the 
privilege of making 1964 another year of progress.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
CONCORD, VERMONT 
January 1964 


Much discussion is going on at this time about the proposed 
bill called “An Act to Re-organize the Public School System of the 
State.” Whether the passage of this act will create a system of 
public education that will provide for the maximum development 
of all children and youth so that they can carry on as effective 
citizens in a democracy, and cope with the ever expanding body 
of knowledge, is a big question. However, I feel that we should 
make a careful study of the whole set-up and attempt to be in a 
position where we can stand up and be counted. 


In my opinion the report of the Task Force Committee to 
study the Vermont Educational System has helped to bring to the 
public’s notice the great need and importance of education in our 
free society. The main question is: just what are we going to 
do about it? 


With this view in mind, I feel that the school board should be 
commended for its plan to add another teacher to the high school 
faculty next fall. This plan will result in the addition of a re- 
quired subject—physical education—and a further enrichment in 
the fields of science, mathematics and business. 


The plan will also enable the administration to schedule classes 
in sections which will provide more fully for the individual needs 
of pupils. Also with a prospective high school enrollment of 120 
the pupil-teacher ratio will be made very favorable. 


We are fortunate that no teacher in the elementary schools has 
a pupil load exceeding 25. Three of our eight elementary teachers 
have no more than 18 pupils each. This situation allows time for 
subject preparation and provision for individual needs. 


It is somewhat disappointing to have to report that we had 
only 40% participation in the Topical Fluoride Program this year. 
As you are aware, the program is offered to pupils in grades 2, 5, 
and 8, and consists of a thorough cleaning of the teeth and four 
applications of a fluoride by a registered hygienist. Although the 
P. T. A.’s paid for one half of the cost of $4.50 for each pupil, only 
31 out of 76 eligible took advantage of the program. I am doubt- 
ful that we can continue this most valuable program unless full 
support is guaranteed. 


I am pleased to report substantial gains in the library facilities 
at both schools. The board has budgeted a sizable amount for 
further additions for next year. 


The use of ETV, especially at the elementary level is worthy 
of mention. Excellent lessons on Vermont History, Modern Math, 
‘Sl 


Science, and Art are being received for pupils in the middle and 
upper grades and Music for grades 1 & 2. 


It is gratifying to report the continued progress made in the 
improvement of our buildings and grounds. The gym at East Con- 
cord has taken on a new look as a result of a new white ceiling and 
new lighting fixtures. At Concord Village the upper grade play 
area has been cleaned up and playground equipment erected by 
the teacher and pupils. A very much appreciated improvement 
has been brought about by the installation of lockers in the show- 
er room at the high school. 


Another major achievement during this year is the purchase 
from Mrs. Lillicrap of a plot of land adjacent to the site of the 
Village School. This area will be put in condition for playground 
activities next spring. The school board has named this area 
Francis Lillicrap Field in honor of one, who for many years served 
as chairman of the Concord School Board. 


The preparation of the proposed budget of $109,530.00 for the 
school year July 1, 1964-June 30, 1965 was given much thought. 
The main items, obviously, relate to instruction. When we con- 
sider the requirements of the law regulating the minimum salaries 
of teachers and the need to keep experienced teachers the amount 
of that item is not excessive. 


The amount of state aid received in December 1963 was 
$20,093.85 compared to that of $20,620.86 received in December 
1962. It should be of interest to note that had the 1963 state aid 
been calculated according to the proposed Simpson Formula the 
amount would have been $32,330. 


I think that it is quite safe to say that the 1964 state aid will 
be calculated according to the present formula. If there are no 
changes in the enrollments before the end of this school year the 
amount should be around $22,175. 


As in the past, I wish to thank the P. T. A.’s, the school nurse, 
the school lunch workers and all who have helped us in any way.

BRIGHTLOOK AND ST. JOHNSBURY HOSPITALS 


It is appropriate for all of us to be reminded of our good fortune to live 
in an area where we can gain admission to an excellent hospital at any time 
when we need hospital care. The combined capacity of the Brightlook and 
St. Johnsbury Hospitals is large enough to make this service possible. In 
many areas this possibility does not exist and patients wait their turn. 


During 1963 4,424 people received care in these hospitals 1,664 on an 
cuipeticnt asis and 2,760 who stayed in them for a total of 20,812 patient 
ays. 


The gpera ion of Brightlook followed the line of previous years with con- 
tinuous efforts of the medical staff, hospital staff, and women’s auxiliary to 
improve the quality of care given to its patients. 


At the end of September, St. Johnsbury Hospital lost the services of the 
Sisters of Charity of Providence Community who, since its founding, had man- 
aged the hospital and donated their valuable services to it. However, the 
hospital quickly reorganized as a non-sectarian, non-profit, community hospi- 
tal, similar in organization to Brightlook and has continued to furnish service 
without a break. 


This means that the need for appropriations from the towns in the area 
served by these hospitals is greater than before. This is the price the com- 
munity pays for having hospital beds ready at all times to serve those in need 
of them. For this reason, the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hospitals make 
this joint appeal to you for help. 


To aid you in determining how this need might be allocated equitably 
among the towns, the accompanying statement is furnished giving pertinent 
facts and suggested appropriations. Of the total amount appropriated by 
each town, we suggest that one third be allocated to St. Johnsbury Hospital 
and two thirds to Brightlook Hospital. This division is based on the relative 
quantities of service furnished as measured by patient days and other factors. 


No efforts are being spared, that are within our means, to improve the 
quality of services rendered and facilities available at both hospitals. We 
solicit your support for the appropriations suggested for 1964.

This twenty-eighth in the series of annual reports submitted to 
the people of Concord presents tabulations for the calendar year 
1964. Inthe Department of Social Welfare’s program of assistance 
to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and phy- 
sician services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per month in Nurs- 
ing Home care, are assessed against the town of settlement of the 
recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by your 
community during the past year for each of these types of care were 
as follows: 


Nursing Home Care $456.90 
Hospitalization Services $ 97.84 
Physician Services $ 94.20 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the 
program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the rate 
of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for the care 
of Committed Children are borne equally by the local and state 
agencies. Charges assessed against your community for the former 
appa to $208.51 and for the latter $...... for the year just 
closed. 


During 1964 assistance was granted to 9 residents in your com- 
munity under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled program. 
Direct money payments to these persons were financed entirely 
out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs financed 
from these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption 
Services and Medical Aid for the Aged. While no town-by-town 
records are compiled for these categories, their benefits were avail- 
able to all qualified residents.

REPORT TO THE VOTERS 


The yearly reports of your Northeastern Vermont Development 
Association. have in the past been a brief report of the total pro- 
gram. In 1964 your association continued a program of depth. 
We cannot, however, be precise in evaluating the total program. 
For this reason we will take one segment which can be supported 
by facts. 


During 1964 there were 264 new direct jobs created in the 
Northeast Kingdom. A national survey shows that this number of 
new direct jobs generates 403 new indirect jobs. 


These jobs were created through a number of programs. We 
will show the gain with a breakdown of the financing. 89 people 
are now employed in projects utilizing $217,000.00 Small Business 
Administration loans. The Area Redevelopment Administration 
program was used in two instances which created an additional 105 
jobs. Local banks participated in direct loans to give 23 new job 
opportunities. General assistance programs which did not require 
financial aid provided the remaining 47 of the 264 jobs. 


The 264 direct jobs created over $4,000,000.00 in annual per- 
sonal income. In all but one case new or additional tax dollars 
will be realized on property. One community voted a token tax 
for a period of five years. 


These figures we believe take on added significanc when it is 
realized that the number of new direct jobs for the previous year 
was an even 100. We can honestly say a trend is developing in 
the number of new job opportunities each year. 


This year we are proud to say that using our total budget 
figure each new job came at an association cost of less than $19.00. 
This figure would be a much lesser one if we were to segregate in- 
dustrial development costs. 


We do not segregate costs for many reasons. Our total pro- 
gram is a program designed to make the Northeast Kingdom a bet- 
ter place to live. In doing this we are strengthening the entire 
economy and thus enhancing the social and cultural opportunities 
of the area. 


Your continued support is necessary if NVDA is to have the 
privilege of making 1965 another year of progress.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Concord School District 


At a time when there is so much being said about overcrowded 
conditions in the nation’s classrooms, it is gratifying to me to be 
able to report that in the elementary grades of Concord schools no 
teacher load exceeds 25 pupils. The classroom enrollments vary 
from 16 in grade 1, to 25 in grades 5 & 6. This favorable situation 
makes it possible for the teachers to provide programs that will 
meet the needs of their pupils. 


In the high school a similar situation exists. The class enroll- 
ments vary from 2 in advanced math to 28 in biology. Ability 
groupings in English and mathematics have been made in an en- 
deavor to provide opportunities for pupils to work up to their capa- 
city to achieve. 


The addition of the seventh teacher to the high school faculty 
this year resulted in the inclusion in the curriculum of a course in 
earth science, and a program of physical education. This provision 
for physical education for all our high school boys and girls is one 
of the best moves we have made since I have been in the school 
system. I hope that parents and other interested citizens will make 
it a point to visit the school and observe the program in action. 


Besides the regular classroom subjects we have a program in 
guidance, conducted by the principal, which results in conferences 
with each of the pupils. The athletic program is set up to involve 
all pupils who wish to participate. We are also very fortunate to 
have an excellent glee club instructor and a very interested and 
responsive number of boys and girls taking part in that activity. 
The achievement of pupils who took scholastic aptitude tests and 
more especially the high standing attained in service academy 
examinaitons by a member of the senior class reflect the high caliber 
of their training. 


In the elementary grades the per pupil expenditures for text 
books was $2.58 as compared to the Vermont state median of $3.99, 
while that for teaching supplies was $10.05 against the state median 
of $6.57. In elementary library expenditures, the amount spent was 
$.43 per pupil while the state median was .47. 


The latest texts in all areas of the curriculum are rapidly re- 
placing those with a copyright earlier than the late fifties. The 
new Scott Foresman reading program for the 60’s is already in use 
in the primary grades. Texts emphasizing the new math are used 
to supplement the regular texts. While there is sufficient phonics 
material in our basic reading system, we are also trying out the 
Economy Program in Phonics in the primary grades. | 


Although the board does not provide text books for the high 
school, the per pupil expenditures for teaching supplies was $10.86, 
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which is identical to the state median. In library books purchased 
for the high school we ranked above the 90 percentile for the state 
with a per pupil expenditure of $7.25 as compared with the state 
median of $1.90. 


I have great faith in the value of E. T. V. and have encouraged 
its use in our classrooms. Fine programs at the elementary level 
in music, science, logic, art, and constitutional government of Ver- 
mont are now being broadcast over Channel 6. It should be kept 
in mind that E. T. V. in our schools has not in any way been used 
as a substitute for the teacher. Rather, the programs have pro- 
vided a splendid method of supplementing and enriching the work 
of the teachers. In my opinion E. T. V. deserves the full support 
of the legislature. 


The expenditures for the period 7/1/64-12/31/64 show a total 
of $6000.06 for capital outlay. Approximately $4800 of that amount 
was spent for the remodeling of the basement area of the high 
school which resulted in a science activities room, a teacher confer- 
ence room, and much needed space for custodial supplies and work 
area. The remaining $1200 was spent at the high school building 
for materials and labor to replace the walls and floor which support 
the fire escape stairway, the removal of a bulkhead and replace- 
ment of a wall section adjacent to it, the replacement of a water 
storage tank, and construction of a cement foundation upon which 
to place it and the attached pumping facilities, and the grading 
and resurfacing of the roadway and area at the site of the con- 
struction. 


The decision of the board to construct the above mentioned 
rooms came only after a very careful study of what must be done 
see the state’s minimum requirements for an approved high 
school. 


It disturbs me to report that participation in the Topical Fluor- 
ide Program for all pupils in grades 2, 5, and 8 leaves much to be 
desired. This year only 3 out of 23 eligible pupils at East Concord 
took advantage of the treatments. Although the participation of 
21 out of 37 pupils at Concord Village was fairly good, the total 
picture does not look promising and unless it improves we may be 
forced to drop this very valuable service to our children. 


The amount of state aid received in December 1964 was 
$22,936 as compared to $20,184 received in December of 1963. 
According to the present formula the grant to be received in De- 
cember 1965 should approximate $23,500 if the legislature appro- 
priates 1% million over last year’s appropriation. If the extra ap- 


Ptaegas is 3 million Concord’s 1965 state aid will then be 


Careful consideration was given by the board to each item of 
the proposed budget of $112,870 for the school year 7/1/65- 
6/30/66. The one large item that stands out boldly in the budget’s 
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column of figures pertains to teachers’ salaries. We should be 
mindful that the amount of $71,500 is designated for the salaries of 
15 regular teachers including the high school principal, besides that 
of a part time music teacher. When we consider the absolute ne- 
cessity of obtaining and keeping well qualified and devoted teach- 
ers, that amount is far from excessive. 


I feel that the time has come when everyone should give ser- 
ious thought and study to the matter of school redistricting, and 
particularly to the future of Concord High School. 


The minimum standards set by the state for the approval of 
high school must be met by 1967. The school board, high school 
principal, and superintendent have been studying the problem for 
the past year. As mentioned in this report earlier, the inclusion 
of physical ducation in the high school curriculum and the construc- 
tion of the class and teacher conference rooms in the basement of 
the high school are steps in the direction of meeting these required 
standards. However there are other standards to be met that will 
demand the cooperation and help of the townspeople. Perhaps a 
study committee to work with the school board in an advisory man- 
ner might be one means of attacking the problem. The possibility 
of uniting with or contracting with neighboring towns may offer a 
means of solving this problem. 


I am appreciative of the interest, help, and cooperation ex- 
tended to me by the P. T. A., parents, and others during the year. 
The work of the school nurse, hot lunch workers, and members of 
the health council is also greatly appreciated.

For another year the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hospitals have stood 
ready at all times to serve any of us when we needed hospital care. Their 
combined capacity was great enough to make admission possible to all who 


needed it without waiting. 


During 1964 4861 people received care in these hospitals; 1731 on an 
outpatient basis and 3130 who stayed in them for a total of 22,349 patient 


days. 


Both hospitals continued to upgrade the quality of the services furnished. 
The hospital staffs, the women’s auxiliaries and the common medical staff all 
devoted their efforts to improving the quality of patient care with impressive 


results. 


As the year progressed, it became increasingly clear that operating two 
separate hospitals was a more costly and a less effective method of furnishin 
hospital service than a new, single hospital of about the same capacity woul 
be. Accordingly, the two Boards of Trustees joined to form a new, non-profit 
corporation, the Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital, Inc., to build a new 
community hospital to replace the two old ones. In the long run this is the 
best hope of being able to furnish the people in this area high quality hospital 
care at a reasonable cost. 


This will take several years to accomplish. In the meantime we must do 
with what we have and the need for help through appropriations from the 
towns served by these hospitals is greater than ever. Therefore, the Bright- 
look and St. Johnsbury Hospitals again make this joint appeal to you for help. 


To aid in determining how this need might be allocated equitably amon 
the towns, the accompanying statement is furnished giving pertinent facts an 
suggested appropriations. Of the total amount appropriated by each town, we 
suggest that one third be allocated to St. Johnsbury Hospital and two thirds to 
Brightlook Hospital. This division is based on the relative quantities of serv- 
ice as measured by patient days and other factors. 


No efforts are being spared, that are within our means, to improve the 
quality of services rendered and the facilities available at both hospitals. We 
solicit your support for the appropriations suggested for 1965.

The people of Concord wish to honor Mrs. Irena Currier, who, though 
now living in Newbury, still maintains a keen interest in the town, village 
and school. 


Irena Wheaton was born in Concord Oct. 17, 1874 and lived here until a 
young lady when the family moved to Newbury. While there she was gZOv- 
erness for the three sons of the late Sen. Henry and Frances Parkinson Keyes 
of North Haverhill, N. H. 


In 1915 Irena Wheaton Danforth martied Harry E. Currier of Concord 
and they made their home on a farm here. Later they sold the farm and 
purchased a grist mill. After a few years they sold the grist mill and built 
the house now owned by Willard Baker and operated a poultry business. 
After giving up this business and selling their house, they converted one of 
their buildings into what is now known as the Swiss Cottage and lived there. 


Mrs. Currier has been a village trustee, clerk for the school board, clerk 
for the cemetery association and president of the Village Improvement So- 
ciety.

Mrs. Currier was always interested in children and young people and as- 
sisted them in their music in the school and in the church. She gave music 
lessons to several young people. She was always faithful in helping in com- 
munity affairs, attending town meetings and showing others the value of main- 
taining an interest in town, state and national affairs. Her home was always 
open to the young people for a visit, some friendly counsel, or for a social 
gathering. Several school teachers have made their home with the Curriers. 


ws few years ago Mrs. Currier was selected by the Caledonian Record to 
receive the bouquet of the month and to have her picture and story of her 
life and activities published in that paper. 


Mrs. Currier was a member of the Ladies’ Benevolent Society, The 
Women's Relief Corps, Red Clover Rebekah Lodge #27 and Eastern Star 
Adah Chapter # 39, also the P. T. A., to which she was awarded a life mem- 
bership. She served as president, leader or delegate in all of these organiza- 


tions. She was also a member of the St. Johnsbury Woman’s Club. She at- 
tended the community church. 


In 1958 Mrs. Currier went to Newbury to live with her sister but still 
owns her home here. 


The people of Concord are fortunate in having had the long and active 
interest and influence of Mrs. Currier in the community.

This thirtieth in the series of annual reports submitted to the 
people of Concord presents tabulations for the calendar year 1965. 
in the Department of Social Welfare’s program of assistance to the 
aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and physician 
services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per month in Nursing 
Home care, are assessed against the town of settlement of the re- 
cipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by your com- 
ey during the past year for each of these types of care were as 

ollows: 


Nursing Home Care $533.55 
Hospitalization Services $183.19 
Physician Services $125.70 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the 
program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the rate 
of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for the care 
of Committed Children are borne equally by the local and state 
agencies. Charges assessed against your community for the former 
amounted to $639.15 and for the latter $... for the year just closed. 


During 1965 assistance was granted to 12 residents in your com- 
munity under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled program. 
Direct money payments to these persons were financed entirely out 
of state-federal funds. Among the other programs financed from 
these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption Services 
and Medical Aid for the Aged. While no town-by-town records 
are compiled for these categories, their benefits were available to all 
qualified residents.

A major project of N. V. D. A. in the coming months will be 
that of building a program in conjunction with that of the Montreal 
Exposition. It is estimated that one-half of the people who visit 
the Expo will come from the United States. N. V. D. A. will carry 
out an advertising and promotional program both in the United 
States and at the Expo to attract these people to our area during 
their trip to the Expo or on their return. The entire program will 
be designed to provide enduring returns to the area.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


When schools opened on 9/7/65 there were 110 pupils enrolled 
in the Concord Village School, 55 in East Concord, and 113 in Con- 
cord High School. The statistical section of this report provides 
corresponding data as of 1/21/66. 


With the exception of a teacher load of 30 pupils in the grade 
5 & 6 room at Concord Village, the pupil-teacher ratio is desirable, 
ranging from 16-24. Under such conditions it is possible for a 
teacher to provide for the pupils’ needs. 


Standardized tests have been given to all pupils in grades 5 
through 8. This year the Otis Group Test of Mental Ability and 
the new Stanford Achievement tests were administered in Novem- 
ber. Pupils in grades 1-4 were given tests which accompany their 
basal reading system. The results of all tests are carefully studied 
by the teachers and used by them as guides in providing for the in- 
dividual differences of the pupils. In the high school, differential 
aptitude, algebra prognosis and reading tests were given to all 
freshmen to help provide a basis for individual guidance. The re- 
sults of the National Educational Development Test offered to pu- 
pils in grades 9 & 10 last spring indicated that several did excep- 
tionally well according to national norms. 


The latest texts and instructional materials have been provided 
in sufficient quantities. The Sixties series of the basal reading sys- 
tem is used in the primary grades, and will eventually replace the 
Fifties edition in the upper grades as soon as they become available. 
The arithmetic texts contain a large quantity of the “new” math 
and I feel that a good job is being done in that area by all the 
teachers. 


Continual improvement in the high school curriculum has been 
made during the year. The physical education program has been 
strengthened, a biology lab provided, and many new books added 
to the library shelves. 


New overhead projectors and copying machines have been pro- 
vided for both the high school and elementary schools. I am 
pleased to state that the schools are well-equipped with all the 
necessary teaching devices and apparatus. 


The elementary teachers are taking advantage of the relative- 
ly meager E. T. V. resources now available. It is my opinion that 
with the passage of the E. T. V. now before the Vermont Legisla- 
ture, a great, new reservoir of knowledge and instructional resources 
will become available to help the teacher do a better job and fur- 
nish needed educational advantages not only to pupils but to all 
citizens. 


Concord’s share of state aid for 1965 was $23,569 as compared 
to that of $22,936 received in 1964. Because of many variables it 
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is difficult to calculate a reliable estimate of the 1966 amount at 
this time. However, barring any marked changes in pupil enroll- 
ment figures, and modification of the present state aid law, I will 
venture to set the amount at approximately $23,000. 


I suggest that every interested taxpayer inform his representa- 
tive to the General Assembly of the dire need for an increase in 
state aid for education. When one considers the statutory require- 
ments placed upon the towns by the state, such as compliance with 
the teachers’ minimum salary law, and the law regarding high 
school tuition costs, it appears that the state should assume a great- 
er share of the costs. 


In view of the increasing costs of schools I feel that the pro- 
posed budget of $125,380 for the school year 7/1/66-6/30/67 is ne- 
cessary if we are to provide the quality of education demanded by 
these times. 


Last May the board was faced with the financial burden of 
meeting the requirements of the State Fire Marshal’s office. Ex- 
tensive work was done, both at East Concord, Concord Village and 
Concord High School. All the costs of this work were not included 
in the school budget for 7/1/65-6/30/66. Still remaining to be 
done is the item of installing fire detectors in the Concord Village 
and High School building before the present school year ends. 


It is time for us to take a good look at the future of our school 
system. I am referring to the problem of school redistricting and 
more particularly to the future of Concord High School. 


The matter of minimum standards was referred to in my report 
to you last year. Since that time we have been aiming to meet the 
standards by the deadline date of 1967. A committee elected at 
the last March meeting has been working on the problem. There 
is much to be done and hard decisions to be made by the people 
of Concord. Let us hope that a desirable solution is just around 
the corner. 


At this time I wish to express my appreciation for the coopera- 
tion and help given to me by the teachers, pupils, school board 
members, parents, school nurse, hot lunch workers and P. T. A.’s 
during my tenure as superintendent in this district.

This thirty first in the series of annual reports submitted to the 
people of Concord presents tabulations for the calendar year 1966. 
In the Department of Social Welfare’s program of assistance to the 
aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and physician 
services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per month in Nursing 
Home Care, are assessed against the town of settlement of the re- 
cipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by your com- 
munity during the past year for each of these types of care were 
as follows: 


Nursing Home Care $352.35 
Hospitalization Services $ 51.00 
Physician Services $ 87.00 


Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the 
program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the rate 
of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for the care 
of Committed Children are borne equally by the local and state 
agencies. Charges assessed against your community for the for- 
a au to $520.75 and for the latter $32.93 for the year just 
closed. 


During 1966 assistance was granted to 10 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled program. 
Direct money payments to these persons were financed entirely out 
of state-federal funds. Among the other programs financed from 
these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption Services, 
Medical Aid for the Aged, and Medical Assistance. While no 
town-by-town records are compiled for these categories, their ben- 
efits were available to all qualified residents.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
ON THE ESSEX-CALEDONIA SUPERVISORY UNION: 


Change and innovation seem to be the bywords of education 
throughout the State of Vermont and the entire country. Like so 
many of our institutions the schools do, and, in fact must, reflect 
the temper of the times. The almost breakneck speed with which 
knowledge is expanding in all fields is placing a tremendous re- 
sponsibility on the schools of every community in the nation. No 
longer are we merely educating our children for an adult life in 
the local community; the nation and even the world have become 
the school’s market place. 


It is my honest opinion that over the past years education in 
Vermont has been, on the average, of good quality. There have, 
however, been weak spots in need of attention and other areas in 
need of development or expansion. In an effort to upgrade our 
educational program the State is making available additional mil- 
lions in State Aid to the local communities and institutions of high- 
er learning. Money alone will not produce a quality education. 
Factors such as popular support and recognition of the value and 
importance of education, the development of educational units of 
adequate size to provide the desired environment for good schools, 
the availability of well trained and dedicated teachers in suffic- 
ient numbers to staff our schools and the willingness of forward 
looking citizens to serve on the local school boards are all import- 
ant in producing the type of education we hope to attain. 


It has been the thinking of many governmental and educa- 
tional leaders in the State of Vermont that a streamlining of the 
school districting must take place before substantial gains could 
be attained. With this basic philosophy in mind the 1966 Special 
Session of the Legislature created a Temporary Advisory Commis- 
sion on Reorganization of School Districts. In their report they 
state “The philosophy of this Commission shall be to promote and 
aid in the establishment of natural geographic school districts 
which make provision for continuous systematic high quality edu- 
caton from kindergarten through grade 12.” Towns in the Essex- 
Caledonia Supervisory Union were assigned to three different 
study groups—namely Lunenburg, Guildhall and Maidstone to 
District #£5 along with the Canaan area; Granby, Kirby and Vic- 
tory to District 4410 composed of towns around Lyndon; and Con- 
cord and Waterford to District #14 which includes St. Johnsbury, 
Danville, Groton, Ryegate, Peacham and Barnet. All of these Dis- 
tricts have met and organized and the studies are underway. 


A major effort on the part of the State Board of Education to 
improve education has been the adoption of minimum standards 
for high schools, effective July 1, 1967. For the elementary 
schools a set of Guidelines for a Self Study has been established 
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and all the schools of the State have been appraised. These eval- 
uations point out the need of improvement in many areas for they 
suggest standards such as a teacher pupil ratio of one to twenty 
for the primary grades and not to exceed one to twenty five in all 
other grades; special teachers for art, music and physical educa- 
tion; industrial arts and homemaking for seventh and eighth grade 
boys and girls and an elementary school library. 


Educational television, the subject of much debate by the Leg- 
islature, has become a reality and will be available to every school 
in the State this fall. Full and correct use of this media of educa- 
tion for Vermonters of all ages can have a tremendous impact on 
our lives. 


Federal programs, Titles I and II, have brought thousands of 
dollars into the district to finance projects for which it might be 
difficult to secure local money. An effort has been made this year 
to develop programs which would have educational significance 
for the whole district. 


From these few indicators of change and development it be- 
comes crystal clear that the mid and late sixties are going to be 
critical years in the progress of education in this region. It will 
be a period in which the moral and financial support of its schools 
by every community will be required if we are to move ahead. 


ON CONCORD TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 


July 1, 1967 is a most critical date in the long history of the 
Concord Town School District. At that time Concord High 
School must have met the State’s Minimum Standards for High 
Schools or, for all practical purposes, closed its doors. Ater care- 
ful consideration of the whole situation the School Board and the 
Superintendent of Schools can see no need for closing a school 
which has served this area so well for so many years. 


As noted earlier in this report Concord is involved with the 
District 14 Study Group which is just getting under way. Explora- 
tory meetings have been held with Lunenburg to see if there was 
any possibility of a joint effort being made which would benefit 
the two towns. At the present time Lunenburg is meeting with 
District 5 so the local study has been tabled. | 


In working out the changes which must be made to meet the 
minimum standards it becomes obvious that a much improved ele- 
mentary program could be developed at the same time. If indus- 
trial arts and homemaking are to be a part of the high school cur- 
riculum they might just as well be made available to the boys and 
girls in grades 7 and 8. Likewise art, music and physical educa- 
tion could readily be added to the elementary program. It is, 
therefore, my opinion that as Concord High School expands to 
meet the State standards the elementary school curriculum and or- 
ganizational structure should be revised to take advantage of the 
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opportunities which will become available. In the brief confines 
of this report it is impossible to develop a blue print of what could 
be done to improve the educational program from grades 1-12. 
This will, however, be done in detail in the near future and the 
citizens of Concord will be kept informed as the plans progress. 


One innovation in the High School curriculum has been the 
addition of a course in Driver Education. Starting so late in the 
school year the course will have to be pushed through in a hurry 
and it will not be possible to accommodate all the students who 
would like to enroll. If there is sufficient interest in taking the 
course during the summer vacation I am sure the school will make 
every effort to provide the opportunity. Under legislation passed 
at the last session the cost of operating a Driver Education course 
is taken care of by the State. 


The proposed budget for the school year 1967-68 calls for an 
expenditure of $141,220.00, an increase of $16,000.00 over the pre- 
vious year. Increases in teachers pay plus additional staff mem- 
bers account for about the only substantial change in the budget. 
On the revenue side it is impossible at the time of writing this re- 
port to estimate with any degree of accuracy the amount of State 
Aid which Concord will receive next December. With the chang- 
ing philosophy at the State level it is safe to assume that they will 
accept a greater financial responsibility for the operation of the 
town school districts. Additional State Aid for current operating 
costs and possibly for school construction will be of real assistance 
to Concord as it expands its school program.

To All Residents in the Area Served by 
BRIGHTLOOK AND ST. JOHNSBURY HOSPITALS 


Again in 1966 the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hospitals stood ready to 
serve at all times. Their ability to work together was put to a stern test 
when, in November, the Notre Dame Church was destroyed. The evacuation 
and resettlement of the patients in a matter of minutes from one hospital tc 
the other was a most impressive example of how effectively the staffs of the 
two hospitals work together in smooth cooperation under emergency 
conditions. 


During 1966, 5,338 people were treated in the two hospitals; 3,020 
as inpatients and 2,318 as out-patients. 


Both hospitals continued to upgrade the quality of their services. Some 
services, laboratory and x-ray, have been consolidated. The hospital staff, 
the women’s auxiliaries and the consolidated medical staff all have devoted 
their efforts to the constant improvement of patient care quality with impres- 
sive results. Both institutions have been certified by Medicare officials as 
approved inpatient institutions. 


The hospitals must be able to continue to give high quality care. To do 
this we must staff them to be ready to meet emergencies at all times. To 
be ready to serve at all times is costly and the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury 
Hospitals again make this joint appeal to you for help. 


To aid in determining how this need might be allocated equitably 
among the towns, the accompanying statement is furnished to give you perti- 
nent facts and suggested appropriations. Of the total amount appropriated 
by each town, we suggest that one-third be allocated to St. Johnsbury Hos- 
pital and two-thirds to Brightlook Hospital. This division is based on the rela- 
tive quantities of service as measured by patient days and other factors. 


No efforts within our means are being spared to improve the service and 
facilities at both hospitals. We ask your support for the appropriations sug- 
gested for 1967.

To the Residents in the Area Served by 
BRIGHTLOOK AMBULANCE SERVICE 


Because the funeral directors of this area announced their firm intention 
to discontinue providing ambulance service, Brightlook Hospital, as a public 
service, has undertaken the furnishing of ambulance service on a cooperative 
basis with the towns in the area served by the hospital. 


It is estimated that the gross cost of furnishing this service with two am- 
bulances would be $20,000 a year for an estimated 400 calls or $50 per call. 
This high cost is due to the salaries that must be paid to those who stand 
ready to go anytime every day and every night. Since most of this cost is 
due to being ready to serve, we have informally proposed to the area towns’ 
selectmen, and they have agreed, that the towns should share the burden by 
contributing sufficient funds collectively to pay approximately one-half of the 
gross cost. 


To accomplish this we have requested that your selectmen place an arti- 
te in your town waming to appropriate funds in accordance with the table 
elow. 


The ambulance service will be carried on our books as a separate enter- 
prise. At the end of the year the results will be totaled and if the operation 
produced a profit this would be credited proportionately against the follow- 
ing year’s appropriation. If it produced a loss the towns would be requested 
to increase their appropriations accordingly. 


Over the past months we have made large capital expenditures and 
trained a large number of drivers and attendants on your selectmen’s assur- 
ances of your support of this service. 


We respectfully solicit your support of your town’s pro rata share of the 


cost.

This is due primarily to passage 
of the Welfare Act by the 1967 session of the Legislature and in 
particular by its elimination of town sharing in programs adminis- 
tered by the Department of Social Welfare. Charges assessed your 
community were for goods and services received by the recipients 
prior to July 1, 1967. On those provided after this date there was 
no local participation. | 


In the Department of Social Welfare’s program of assistance to 
the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of hospital and physi- 
cian services, as well as the excess over $80.00 per month in Nurs- 
ing Home Care, were assessed against the town of settlement of the 
recipients of such care. Participation charges incurred by your 
community during the past year for each of these types of care

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the 
program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children was at the 
rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for the 
care of Committed Children were borne equally by the local and 
state agencies. Charges assessed against your community for the 
former amounted to $455.89 and for the latter $...... for the year 
just closed. 


During 1967 assistance was granted to 13 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled program. 
Direct money payments to these persons were financed entirely 
out of the state-federal funds... Among the other programs financed 
from these same sources were Services for the Blind, Adoption 
Services, and Medical Assistance... While no town-by-town records 
are compiled for these categories, their benefits were available to

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
ON THE 
ESSEX-CALEDONIA SUPERVISORY UNION 


Last year in my report I noted that change and innovation 
seemed to be the bywords of education in both the State of Ver- 
mont and the entire country. Considerable emphasis was placed 
on the streamlining of school districting in the State with the goal 
of only thirty two supervisory unions. The area study approach 
did not produce the immediate results which many had hoped for, 
yet, in my opinion this voluntary method has sown more seed for 
future development than has been credited to it. 


High school standards established by the State Board of Edu- 
cation caused reverberations throughout the entire state but they 
did get results as exemplified in Concord, the only high school in 
the district. As elementary standards can have a real impact on a 
far greater number of school districts a more deliberate approach 
seems to be in the offing. To the credit of all schools in the dis- 
trict an effort is being made to meet many of the likely standards 
even before they are ready to be implemented. There is, how- 
ever, a long way to go and continuous effort must be exerted. 


Educational television which was scheduled to commence 
operations this last fall ran into difficulties in the erection of the 
relay station on Burke Mountain—consequently none of the schools 
in the district are currently using this facility—every effort is being 
made to get the service on the air at the earliest possible date. 


Federal Programs under Title I and II have continued on 
much the same basis as last year with major emphasis being placed 
on the summer reading and library service. Under a Title III 
Project awaiting approval in Washington all supervisory unions in 
the northeastern part of the State are sponsoring an Action Center 
through which a comprehensive survey will be made to determine 
what is being done in our schools in the field of social studies in 
its broadest sense. Through teacher visitations to other school 
systems, demonstrations of new teaching approaches and the de- 
velopment of audio visual techniques a concerted effort will be 
made to improve the overall program. Funds for this project are 
being requested for a three year period. 


Continually rising prices in our entire economy have had their 
effect on all school budgets especially in the area of teacher sal- 
aries. The new minimum salary law requires that all beginning 
degree teachers must rceive at least $5400, effective as of July 1, 
1968. An effort is being made throughout the district to develop 
a salary schedule based on this legal minimum with recognition 
being given for prior teaching experience. Competition for teach- 
ers to staff the schools plus the fact that good teachers deserve fi- 
nancial recognition dictate the need for a higher pay scale than 
that currently in effect. 
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State aid for education was substantially increased by the 
first session of the current legislature. Due to various reasons not 
all towns have benefited from this extra appropriation for of the 
eight towns in the Essex-Caledonia Supervisory Union five received 
increases, two experienced losses and one remained the same. With 
so many unknown factors at the present time it is impossible to ac- 
curately project the state aid for the current year. It doesn’t ap- 
pear, however, that the state revision of the fair market value of 
property will drastically affect the state aid which will be received 
next December. 


ON CONCORD TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The town of Concord well deserves the praise it has been re- 
ceiving from various sources for taking positive and prompt action 
to improve its entire school program. Not only has Concord High 
School met all requirements of the State Board, but at the same 
time the entire school system has gone a long way toward fulfilling 
many of the elementary standards which can be expected over the 
next several years. 


A joint effort is being made by the administration, high school 
staff and the State Department of Education to improve the edu- 
cational program. Two meetings have been held to date and sev- 
eral more are in the planning stage. This is strictly a cooperative 
venture with the members of the Department staff serving in the 
role of resource people. They are much interested in what is hap- 
pening in Concord and are offering assistance wherever possible. 


Now that the facilities at Concord have been improved and 
expanded, it is the hope of the school department that more assist- 
ance can be offered adults in the area. If there is sufficient inter- 
est classes in woodworking, mechanical drawing, sewing, physical 
fitness, upholstering, etc. might be held in the evening. Any adult 
who might like to attend high school either on a full or part time 
basis working toward a diploma is urged to contact the school.

Again in 1967 the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hospitals stood ready to 
serve at all times. Their ability to work together was further improved by a 
consolidation of laboratory and x-ray services resulting in like top quality 
services available to all residents at all times. 


During 1967, 5778 people were treated in the two hospitals; 2930 as 
inpatients and 2848 as outpatients. 


Both hospitals continued to upgrade the quality of their services. The 
hospital staff, the women’s auxiliaries and the consolidated medical staff all 
have devoted their efforts to the constant improvement of patient care quality 
with impressive results. Both institutions have been certified by Medicare 
officials as approved inpatient institutions. 


The hospitals must be able to continue to give high quality care. ‘To do 
this we must staff them to be ready to meet emergencies at all times. To be 
ready to serve at all times is costly and the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hos- 
pitals again make this joint appeal to you for help. 


To aid in determining how this need might be allocated equitably among 
the towns, the accompanying statement is furnished to give you pertinent 
facts and suggested appropriations. Of the total amount appropriated by each 
town, we suggest that one-third be allocated to St. Johnsbury Hospital and 
two-thirds to Brightlook Hospital. This division is based on the relative 
quantities of service as measured by patient days and other factors. 


No efforts within our means are being spared to improve the service and 
facilities at both hospitals. We ask your support for the appropriations sug- 
gested for 1968.

Your needs for an ambulance were served for the vear ending Novem- 
ber 30, 1967 by the Brightlook Ambulance Service. This service, the only 
hospital based service in Vermont and New Hampshire, was made possible 
only because of the complete cooperation of vou the taxpayer, your selectmen 
and the Brightlook Hospital Ambulance Service. 


During the year our service was ready to move day and night every day 
and did so responding to the needs of 434 persons in 418 ambulance calls.

RICHARD N. SOUTHWORTH — IN APPRECIATION 


It is with deep gratitude that Richard N. Southworth is being honored by 
the officials of the Town of Concord, together with the residents of the whole 
area, for his many years of faithful service to their Town, in this his 20th anni- 
versary year as Town Clerk and Treasurer. 


He was born in Lyndonville on June 20, 1886, the youngest of three chil- 
dren of Mary Ann (McAllister) and Edwin Southworth. His father, a freight 
conductor, was killed in an accident in the railroad ees at White River Junc- 
tion when Richard Norman was too young to remember him. His mother then 
married George Whipple and the family moved to the Texas district of Concord. 
Mr. Whipple was the only father that Mr. Southworth ever knew and he was 
lovingly raised by this gentleman. 


At the age of five he began school in “Texas”, and it is interesting to note 
that his first teacher was Mary (Mame) Kellogg Rogers who died in Concord in 
November of 1968, at the age of ninety-five. After finishing his graded school 
education with the Concord Grammar School Class of 1904, he attended St. 
Johnsbury Academy, where he took a business course. 


Mr. Southworth has always had a great interest in all sports, and played 
football on the Academy team, and baseball with local East Concord and Con- 
cord teams for several years. 


After graduating from the Academy he worked in Waterville, Maine for 
the Maine Central Railroad for a short time, then returned to Concord. For a 
time he drove for Dr. G. B. French while he made his calls, in one of the first 
cars to be seen in Concord. 


He owned and operated, in partnership with Jacob Richardson, Jr., a flour- 
ishing grist mill in Concord. For several years he owned the blacksmith shop 
by the lower Concord bridge, and while he hired a blacksmith to tend the shop. 
he often helped with the work. 


Mr. Southworth married Ellen Hutchinson of Kirby in August of 1917. 
The Southworths have two children—Francis who is President of the Concord 
National Bank in Concord, N. H., and Laura (Mrs. Carlisle) Rivers of Town, 
a teacher who this year is doing substitute teaching in the area. They also have 
four grandchildren and four great grandchildren. 


His first active participation in Town affairs was when he was elected Au- 
ditor for the Town of Concord in 1908, a position he held for several years. He 
served as a U. S. Census Taker in both Victory and Concord in 1910. After 
his marriage, and while living in Kirby, he served as Town Clerk for a year and 
a half, terminating the office when the family bought and moved to a farm on 
the outskirts of Concord. 


He was elected Selectman in 1934 and served in this capacity for eleven 
years until he became Town Treasurer in 1945, which position he held until 
1949, except for the year 1946. In 1949 he was elected Town Clerk and 
Treasurer and has held that post continuously since then. 


Mr. Southworth spent many years of his life in farming, but his main in- 
terest has always been in the Town and Town Offices in which he has served. 
He retired from farming in 1945, moved into the Village and has devoted his 
full time to Town Affairs since that date. 


The residents of the Town of Concord consider themselves fortunate in 
having a man of Mr. Southworth’s abilities serve in the many positions, both 
major and minor, that he has held for sixty vears. He says, “I have thoroughly 
enjoyed my work for the Town of Concord, and the many people I have had 
occas on to serve with, in all my positions, and have always had the best inter- 
ests of the Town in mind.” The many persons, young and old, who have had 
occasion to call on Mr. Southworth, for any reason, have derived much pleasure 
from his remarkable memory, sense of humor and ready wit.

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF CONCORD 


In previous years this department annually notified each town 
of the charges that had been assessed against their community for 
their local share of State operated welfare programs. These tabu- 
lations were for the purpose of assisting in the audit of town records 
and were usually included in the Town Reports as being informa- 
tive and of interest to the local citizenry. The enactment by the 
General Assembly of the Social Welfare Act of 1967 eliminated 
sharing in State welfare costs at the local level and consequently, 
the basis for our report to the towns. 

In lieu of this report on town sharing of State welfare program 
costs, we thought it would be appropriate to annually notify each 
town and city of the amounts spent and people aided in each local- 
ity under the various programs of the Vermont Department of So- 
cial Welfare. With this thought in mind, systems are being initiated 
to collect and tabulate welfare data on this basis. At this time, 
pea sr sane to accomplish this type of reporting has not been 

ully implemented, but we wish to share with you as much data 
about welfare expenditures in your community as is available. Next 
year the data collection system should be completed. 

Now we are able to report for the last six months of 1968 on 
amounts of money paid to money payment recipients in your town 
and monthly average number of recipients for the same period. 
This is as follows:

The above figures do not include money payment recipients 
residing in nursing homes or mental hospitals as there does not ap- 
pear to be a fair way of assigning a town of residence to these 
people. 

In addition, medical vendor payments for the calendar year 
1968 totalled approximately $9,440,000 (more than one-third of all 
department expenditures); payments in behalf of committed chil- 
dren totalled approximately $1,085,000 for a monthly average of 
1,440 children; and general assistance papas obligations assumed 
by the State for the three month period, October through December 
1968, were approximately $81,000. No doubt residents of your 
community were numbered among those who benefited by these 
expenditures.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
on the 
ESSEX-CALEDONIA SUPERVISORY UNION 


The last ten years has seen education undergo many far reach- 
ing changes and the coming year will be no exception. In some 
cases changes will be the result of legislation or State Board of 
Education action, while others will be brought about by local 
boards and the professional staff. Before the current legislature 
are such topics as a new state aid formula and the funding neces- 
sary to implement it, a revision of the minimum salary for teachers, 
changes in the pupil transportation requirements and professional 
practices and negotiations. 

Of prime concern to most towns is the adoption of a new state 
aid formula. There is growing support for a cost sharing ap- 
proach which would supply about 40% of the current operating 
costs of education throughout the state. Opinions vary some as to 
how this percentage should be apportioned to the different towns. 
Under the so called “Miller formula” several towns in the Essex- 
Caledonia Supervisory Union would see their state aid reduced 25% 
each year until it was entirely phased out. Until such time as a 
formula is adopted state aid will be an illusive figure. 

The present minimum teachers salary law became effective 
last July but even then it was outdated. Current teacher contracts, 
written last March, were based on a salary schedule starting at the 
legal minimum of $5,400. It was planned to fully implement this 
ereaals with the 1969-70 school year contracts but salaries 
throughout the state and area moved ahead so far that this became 
unrealistic. Most of the local boards throughout the union have 
set a base of $5700 for the next year with full awareness that the 
following year will most likely demand further adjustment. A bill 
before the legislature calls for a $6000 minimum salary but even be- 
fore a decision has been reached by that body many school districts 
have equaled or exceeded this figure for the coming year. As most 
teachers will be completely on the new schedule for next year any 
furthr increase will have a reduced impact on the school budgets. 

Competition is growing more keen every year for good teach- 
ers. It is, therefore, of vital importance that the salaries be main- 
tained at a high enough level to draw and to hold good teachers. 

Last year I mentioned the likelihood of minimum standards for 
elementary schools being adopted by the State Board of Education. 
Just a few weeks ago this became an accomplished fact but in a 
manner quite different from what had been anticipated. 

During the past year there was developed under the leadership 
of the State Department of Education a “Vermont Design for Edu- 
cation”—a goal, an ideal and a philosophy of education for the 
schools of the state. 

The local assignment during the next year is to carry out a 
self assessment of elementary education by measuring to what de- 
gree the Vermont Design exists in our schools. This assessment 
is to be submitted to the Commissioner of Education along with a 
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local design of education which will be aimed at implementing 
those parts of the Vermont Design which are “consistent with the 
economic, cultural and sociological conditions prevailing in the dis- 
trict.” Other ideas may be advanced if approved by the Commis- 
sioner. A timetable for accomplishing the objectives must be pro- 
jected and carried out. This local design is to be developed by a 
special committee consisting of local school administrators, a rep- 
resentative of the Commissioner, school boards, students, faculty 
and parent-teacher organizations. 

In addition to the local design it will be necessary for all ele- 
mentary schools to comply with all requirements of the Depart- 
ments of Health and Safety, provide a minimum of thirty square 
feet per pupil in every classroom and spend at least $10.00 per pupil 
annually on learning resource materials such as library books, film 
strips, maps, etc. 

It is obvious that the role of education is in for more changes in 
the years ahead. If education is to fulfill the demands being made 
upon it there must be a commitment on the part of the parents and 
public at large to provide the necessary personal and financial 
support. 


ON CONCORD TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The Concord schools are continuing to show change and 
growth as a result of the reorganization and plant expansion which 
has taken place. Effective last year Concord High School officially 
became a Jr.-Sr. High School. Currently the enrollment in these 
grades 7-12 stands at 164. Largely as a result of the enriched pro- 
gram which is being offered Granby is now sending its 7th and 8th 
grade pupils to Concord on a tuition basis. 

Cooperation with the State Department of Education through 
joint staff meetings is continuing in an effort to improve the educa- 
tional program. In addition four of the teachers are working close- 
ly with the Action Center (a Federal Title III project) in improving 
the social studies curriculum in the Concord and East Concord 
Schools. 

The addition of art and elementary physical education to the 
curriculum has been a forward looking move in rounding out the 
total educational program. As these special teachers serve all the 
schools in the Supervisory Union their salaries are pro rated among 
the several towns. ‘Title I funds (ESEA 89-10) are being used this 
year to underwrite part of the salary costs and all of the travel 
expenses. 

With the increasing responsibilities connected with the school 
lunch program the School Board felt that it should assume the role 
of sponsor when schools open next fall. The parent-teacher or- 
ganizations are due a sincere expression of appreciation for their 
outstanding effort over the years to keep the programs in operation. 

Concord can look forward with a sense of pride to the educa- 
tional program they are offering the youth of the town and area.

Both hospitals continued to upgrade the quality of their services. The 
hospital staff, the women’s auxiliaries and the consolidated medical staff all 
have devoted their efforts to the constant improvement of patient care quality 
with impressive results. Both institutions have been certified by Medicare 
officials as approved inpatient institutions. 


The hospitals must be able to continue to give high quality care. To do 
this we must staff them to be ready to meet emergencies at all times. To be 
ready to serve at all times is costly and the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hos- 
pitals again make this joint appeal to you for help. 


Please note that personnel representing both hospitals are engaged in a 
major drive for funds to aid in construction of a replacement hospital, North- 
eastern Vermont Regional Hospital. ‘This drive is locally directed with 100% 
of receipts going to the construction of the new hospital. No local government 
was or will be solicited for funds to construct the new hospital. 


To aid in determining how this need might be allocated equitably among 
the towns, the accompanying statement is furnished to give you pertinent facts 
and suggested appropriations. Of the total amount appropriated by each 
town, we suggest that one-third be allocated to St. Johnsbury Hospital and 
two-thirds to Brightlook Hospital. This division is based on the relative quan- 
tities of service as measured by patient days and other factors. 


No efforts within our means are being spared to improve the service and 
facilities at both hospitals. We ask your support for the appropriations sug- 
gested for 1969.

Your needs for an ambulance were served for the year ending November 
30, 1968 by the Brightlook Ambulance Service. This service, the only hospital 
based service in Vermont and New Hampshire, was made possible only be- 
cause of the complete cooperation of you the taxpayer, your selectmen and the 
Brightlook Hospital Ambulance Service. 


During the year our service was ae SH to move day and night every day 
and did so responding to 445 ambulance calls. 


The cost of operating the service, which amounted to $20,255, was borne 
about half by your and other towns’ appropriations and the balance by fees 
charged to those using the service. 


The results at the end of the second year show a gain of $965, which 
coupled with a 1967 loss of $1090 results in a 2 year loss of $125. It is an- 
ticipated that increased use during 1969 will mean that the amounts requested 
from your town will remain the same as last year. We do anticipate further 
equipment costs and training costs to enable us to provide you with the very 
highest quality of care on the move at no increase in costs to either towns or 
users.

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF CONCORD 


Last year this department initiated reporting to each town and 
city the amounts spent and people aided in each locality under the 
various programs of the Vermont Department of Social Welfare. 
This report replaced the previous annual notification to each town 
of the charges that had been assessed against their community for 
their share of State operated welfare programs. The enactment by 
the General Assembly of the Social Welfare Act of 1967 eliminated 
sharing in State weltare costs at the local level and consequently, 
the basis for this type of reporting to the towns. 


This year’s report on amounts of money paid to money payment 
recipients in your town and monthly average number of recipients 
is for calendar year 1969 in contrast to the half year report made last 
year. In addition, we are able to report a full year of money spent 
for General Assistance and for the last six months of the year, the 
value of the bonus food stamps given to residents of your town and 
the monthly average number of participants. General Assistance 
is the program that was formerly operated by your Overseer of the 
Poor. Your town’s tabulation is as follows:

The above figures do not include money payment recipients 
residing in nursing homes or mental hospitals as there does not ap- 
pear to be a fair way of assigning a town of residence to these 
people. 

In addition, medical vendor payments for the calendar year 
1969 totaled over $11,000.000.00 (more than 1/3 of all department 
expenditures) and payments in behalf of committed children totaled 
over $1,000,000.00 for a monthly average of 1480 children. No 
doubt, residents of your community were numbered among those 
who benefited by these expenditures.

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REPORT OF COOPERATIVE WHITE PINE 
BLISTER RUST CONTROL WORK—1969 


TOWN OF CONCORD, VERMONT 


The $200.00 appropriation made available by the Town of Con- 
cord for cooperative white pine blister rust control work in 1969 
was matched by State and Federal monies and used to protect 
white pine of prospective commercial value in the township from a 
tree disease which infects and ultimately kills it. 


As there is no cure for the disease, the prevention of new infec- 
tion is the most feasible approach to control. The elimination of 
currant and gooseberry bushes, the alternate host of the disease, 
within several] hundred feet of white pine stands effectively breaks 
the life cycle of the blister rust fungus so new infection cannot oc- 
cur. 


Following preliminary surveys and mapping of all white pine 
in the Township by State Forest Pest Control Agent, town funds 
were used to hire labor to search for and destroy all currants and 
gooseberries within infection distance of all white pine stands con- 
sidered to be of sufficient value to justify the cost of control work. 


A summary of the work accomplished in the town this past 
work season follows: 


Acres of white pine protected 379 
Acres of control area worked to protect pine 788 
Number of currants and gooseberries destroyed 2548 
Town expenditures for labor $171.20 
State and Federal expenditures (for survey, 

mapping, labor, transportation and supervision) $362.40 
Total cost of control $533.60 


We should like to take this opportunity to express our apprecia- 
tion for the interest and fine cooperation of the Officers and Towns- 
people of Concord in supporting this program designed to protect a 
valuable segment of Vermont’s timber resources. We are confident 
that future dividends from this work will benefit the individual tax- 
payer, the Township and the State.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
on the 
Essex-Caledonia Supervisory Union 


Last year the Vermont Legislature adopted a new formula for 
the distribution of state aid called the Miller formula. When the 
tabulations were completed last December it resulted in gains for 
four of the towns in the Supervisory Union and losses for the other 
four. Three of these four losers are on low limit and will be phased 
out of all state assistance. 

Another legislative directive set the minimum teachers salary 
at $5800 for a beginning teacher with four years of training, effec- 
tive in July 1970. Continuing inflation made this figure unrealistic 
so most of the towns in the Union will be offering a higher starting 
pay. 

Fringe benefits are playing a much greater role in all types of 
salary plans in both business and the public sectors. Again, to make 
the teaching positions more rewarding the Boards have agreed to 
pay 100% of the Blue Cross-Blue Shield premium on the individual 
teacher. The combination of salary increases and a good fringe 
benefit should place this district in line with others in this section 
of Vermont. 

One of the elementary standards adopted by the State Board of 
Education called for an assessment of the district’s present educa- 
tional program and the development of a Design for Education for 
the future. The assessment has been completed and the Design 
Committee consisting of parents, students, school directors, teachers 
and administrators will be hard at work for the balance of the school 
year drawing up its report. 

Following preliminary approval of the Design by the local 
boards and the Commissioner of Education it will be presented at 
a public hearing. The final version of the Design will be submitted 
to the Commissioner for his approval along with the time schedule 
for implementation. 

Last fall the Essex-Caledonia Supervisory Union was selected 
as one of five school districts in the United States to participate in a 
U. S. Office of Education project aimed at the improvement of rural 
education through sharing of services. Dr. Heesacker from North- 
ern Montana College heads up the program. Considerable sharing 
of staff and instructional materials is currently taking place but 
there are many additional ways in which cooperation can be de- 
veloped. 

It is my belief that the educational program of the Union is de- 
veloping along sound lines and that the years ahead should see con- 
tinued progress. 


ON CONCORD SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Concord was fortunate to receive a substantial increase in its 
state aid last December and there is a possibility of even more 
money being received if the supplementary appropriation bill is 
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passed by the Legislature. This increased revenue has enabled the 
Board to request the identical amount from local taxes for three con- 
secutive years. In a period of rising costs this is no small accom- 
plishment. 


Part of the additional state aid has been earmarked for long 
range improvements, ones that have been on the list for some time. 
To help eliminate the mud situation at Concord the Board is _pro- 
posing to black top some of the roadway around the building and to 
surface the playground with a fine gravel. The front door at the 
high school needs replacement and storm sash and insulation should 
be added at both the Concord and East Concord buildings as money 
becomes available. In most of these instances savings of various 
kinds will be realized. 


Concord is taking two forward steps toward making free edu- 
cation a reality—K through 12. For the young child the Board has 
provided in its budget the funds needed to jointly sponsor a kinder- 
garten program at Waterford. A vote of the town is necessary be- 
fore this can become a reality. With major emphasis throughout 
the country being directed toward early childhood education this 
seems to be a real opportunity to help round out Concord’s educa- 
tional program. 


- For the high school pupil the Board has made provisions for 
free transportation to and from school under reasonable regulations 
which will be established. It has long seemed inconsistent to fur- 
nish transportation for the elementary pupils but expect those in 
high school to pay their own way. 


Student activities such as athletics, dramatics, music, etc. have 
in the past very largely carried themselves financially. With the ex- 
pansion of this part of the school program financial assistance has 
become necessary. The budget has provided a reserve fund of 
$1000 to assist the activities only after they have made a real effort 
to care for their own needs. 


The schoo] lunch program under the sponsorship of the Board 
has flourished this year. Both schools are operating under one 
agent and one account. The State Agency offered Concord the op- 
portunity to participate in a special aid program provided the par- 
ticipation increased and the lunches were continued for most of the 
school year. This extra money plus substantial reimbursement on 
major equipment has helped a great deal. 

The tuition rates for next year have been raised to $850 for high 
school and $500.00 for elementary. With the closing of the South 
Kirby school and the transfer of Granby’s 7th and 8th grade students 
to Concord the schools are serving a larger area. The sharing of 
services and facilities is enabling the area to offer a much stronger 
educational program.

Again in 1969 the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hospitals stood ready to 
serve at all times. Their ability to work together continued with a consolida- 
tion of laboratory, X-ray, pediatrics and maternity services to promote greater 
efficiency. , | 


During 1969, 6599 people were treated in the two hospitals; 3019 as in- 
patients and 3580 as out-patients. 


Both hospitals continued to upgrade the quality of their services. The 
hospital staff, the consolidated women’s auxiliary and the consolidated medical 
staff all have devoted their efforts to the constant improvement of patient care 
qualiy with impressive results. Both institutions have been certified by Medi- 
care Officials as approved in-patient institutions. 


The hospitals must be able to continue to give high quality care, To do 
this we must staff them to be ready to meet emergencies at all times. To be 
ready to serve at all times is costly and the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hospi- 
tals again make this joint appeal to you for help. 


Please note that personnel representing both hospitals were engaged in a 
major drive for funds to aid in construction of a replacement hospital, North- 
eastern Vermont Regional Hospital. This drive was locally directed with 100% 
of receipts going to the construction of the new hospital. No local government 
was or will be solicited for funds to construct the new hospital. 


To aid in determining how this need might be allocated equitably among 
the towns, the accompanying statement is furnished to give you pertinent facts 
and suggested appropriations. Of the total amount appropriated by each town, 
we suggest that one-third be allocated to St. Johnsbury Hospital and two-thirds 
to Brightlook Hospital, or successor, Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital. 
This division is based on the relative quantities of service as measured by pa- 
tient days and other factors. 


No efforts within our means are being spared to improve the service and 
facilities at both hospitals. We ask your support for the appropriations sug- 
gested for 1970.

Brightlook Ambulance Service completed on November 30, 1969 its third 
full year of service to residents of your town and 15 other towns in this area, 


With funds from your town to help, it was able to respond to exactly 500 
calls for help, up 55 from 1968 and up 83 from the first year. 


Now, after three full years of a working partnership between the local gov- 
ernments and the hospital, we believe this bonding together for a common good 
has worked and worked well. 


Other areas in Vermont and New Hampshire continue to study the service 
but thanks to your foresight and our ability to work together we have some- 
thing here that provides a professionally trained service to each of us taxpayers 
now. 


Expenses for the 12 months 11/30/69 were:

The service has not as yet realized soough cash dollars to reimburse Bright- 
look Hospital its net cash outlay of $12,500 for the three ambulances purchased 
since the service started. 


The two-way radio equipment for the service and the hospital was ordered 
in September 1969 by the State of Vermont, Department of Health, the 
total cost of $6000, our investment will be $2000. The equipment is already 
overdue. After installation each of us as a prospective patient or user will be 
better protected and can be linked constantly with this or other hospitals while 
in transit. 


We did upgrade from a 1963 station ie i to a 1966 high rise rien ta 


ambulance. ‘The attendants and drivers are pleased to have at least one vehicle 
second to none anywhere. 
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The ambulance drivers and attendants serving you have the best trainin 
of any in Vermont. ‘To start with each one has passed the Red Cross basic an 
advanced training course. Then we add special lessons on splinting, fractures, 
moving of aobent emergency childbirth, emergency cardio pulmonary resus- 
citation with instructions from Drs. Coburn, Grimes, McCauley and Farmer. 
Also many of the drivers went to advanced sessions given by nationally known 
doctors and other leaders at Harvard, Dartmouth and University of Vermont. 
A new 15 week review and training course started this week again repeating all 
of the basic and specialized training. 


Our budget for 1970 calls for the same charges to the users as before and 
hopefully anticipates the same town appropriations recommended last year. 


To help support this vital service, we respectfully request that you place 
an article in your town warning for the March meeting to enable your towns- 
people to vote upon assistance to the service in accordance with the accompany- 
ing table. The legality of such an article is covered in Title 24, Section 2601 of 
Meta ge Statutes Annotated. An article for this purpose might be worded as 
‘ollows: 


“Shall the town vote the sum of $............ as its share toward 
the expense of operating the Brightlook Hospital (The Corporators of 
Brightlook Hospital voted on December 4, 1969 to turn over their as- 
sets to Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital, Inc. as soon as it 
could legally be accomplished.), or successor, Northeastern Vermont 
Regional Hospital, ambulance service for the ensuing year.”

This is the third year that this Department, as a courtesy, has re- 
ported to each town and city the amounts spent and people aided in 
each locality under the various Social Welfare programs. This re- 
port replaced the previous annual notification to each town of the 
charges that had been assessed against their community for their 
share of State operated welfare programs. The enactment, by the 
General Assembly, of the Social Welfare Act of 1967, eliminated 
sharing in State welfare costs at the local level and, as a result, the 
requirement for reporting to the towns. 


All of the figures reported this year are for calendar year 1970 
except the General Assistance figures which are for fiscal year 1970, 
that is, the twelve month period ending June 30, 1970. General As- 
sistance is the program that was formerly operated by your Overseer 
of the Poor. Monthly average number of recipients is a monthly 
average of total people served, except in General Assistance where 
the count is of cases rather than total people within the cases as the 
latter count is not available.

In addition medical vendor payments for the calendar year 1970 
totaled about $15,000,000 (more than one-third of all Department 
expenditures) and payments in behalf of committed children totaled 
over $1,400,000 for a monthly average of over 1,550 children. No 
doubt, residents of your community were numbered among those 
who benefited by these expenditures.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
on the 


ESSEX-CALEDONIA SUPERVISORY UNION 


One of the most widely debated subjects at the local and state 
levels is that of state aid to education. No formula for distributing 
aid will ever be generally acceptable if it results in school districts 
receiving substantial cuts in state dollars and especially so at a time 
of increasing school operating costs. Within the Supervisory Union 
half of the towns are being phased out of all aid while the others are 
receiving widely varying treatment ranging from continual annual 
increases to the loss of 81% in one year. Total state dollars received 
by the member towns in the E. C. S. U. in December 1969 reached 
an all time high of $215,497. The following year this total dropped 
by $11,603 and if state budget projections are correct it will decline 
another $2,027 this December. 


Throughout the entire nation school boards are struggling to 
keep budgets in line during this period of a sagging economy and 
at the same time maintain the best possible school programs which 
are so vital to the future of each individual and society as a whole. 
More money must be forthcoming from taxation agencies other than 
the local school districts if progress is to continue. 


Important as money is to the operation of a good school system 
it is in the final analysis the support, attitude and cooperation of the 
total public that really counts. It is in all of these areas including 
financial support that I think the member towns of the Supervisory 
Union have a right to be proud of past accomplishments and plans 
for the future. 


The committee created to develop a Design for Education in 
the E. C. S. U. worked diligently last year in preparing a preliminary 
report. This is in the process of being reviewed and organized for 
further work. No report will be ready to submit to the state for 
some months. Probably we can say that there will be no final re- 
port for this is to be a continuing study arrived at improvement of 
our educational program. 


Recognition should be made of the joint kindergarten program 
being sponsored by Waterford and Concord. By all standards it is 
a highly successful addition to the educational offering of these two 
towns. It is also a prime example of what can be done on a volun- 
tary cooperative basis within the economic means of the towns in- 
volved. 


There is absolutely no doubt in my mind that the future prog- 
ress of the schools in this Supervisory Union will increasingly de- 
pend upon joint efforts such as this. 
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ON THE CONCORD SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Last year’s town report noted an enrollment in September 1969 
at Concord High School of 165 in grades 7-12. In the fall of 1971 
it is anticipated that 195 students will be registered. The introduc- 
tion of kindergarten more than accounted for the increase in the ele- 
mentary school enrollment. 


At the same time that the school population is increasing so is 
the revenue from state aid and tuition. If the Governor's recom- 
mended budget holds, the projected state aid should increase by 
about $2000. Pressure is building in many areas of the State to 
increase the total number of dollars earmarked for general state aid. 

Tuition receipts next year are expected to reach $70,000—up 
some $10,000 over the previous year. ‘Tuition students are essential 


to the growth of the Concord Schools. 

Largely because of the sizeable increase from state aid and tui- 
tion it is possible for the School Board to ask for the same tax rate 
for the fourth straight year.

Brightlook Ambulance Service completed on November 30, 1970 its fourth 
full year of service to residents of your town and 15 other towns in this area. 


With appropriation from your town plus charges to users of approximately 
50% of cost, it was able to respond to 542 calls for help, up 125 from the first 
year, 


Now, after four full years of a working partnership between the local gov- 
ernments and the hospital, we believe this bonding together for a common good 
has worked and worked well. 


Other areas in Vermont and New Hampshire are just beginning to imple- 
ment a service, but thanks to your foresight and our ability to work together for 
four years, we have something here that provides a professionally trained service 
to each of us taxpayers now.

The service has not as yet realized enough cash dollars to reimburse 
Brightlook Hospital its net cash outlay of $12,500 for the ambulances purchased 
since the service started. 


The two-way radio equipment for the service and the hospital, ordered in 
September 1969 by the State of Vermont, Department of Health, is now in- 
stalled and working. Of the total cost of $6000, our investment will be $2000. 
Now each of us as a prospective patient or user will be better protected and 
can be linked constantly with this or other hospitals while in transit. 


We did upgrade the 1961 Cadillac to a 1963 Pontiac during the year. The 
attendants and drivers are pleased to have two good vehicles. 
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The ambulance drivers and attendants serving you have the best trainin 
of any in Vermont. To start with each one has passed the Red Cross basic an 
advanced training course. Then we add special lessons on splinting, fractures, 
moving of patients, emergency childbirth, emergency cardio pulmonary resus- 
citation, with instructions from Drs. Coburn, Grimes, McCauley and Farmer. 
Also many of the drivers went to advanced sessions given by nationally known 
doctors and other leaders at Harvard, Dartmouth and University of Vermont. 
A new 15 week review and training course is starting again, repeating all of the 
basic and specialized training. 


Our budget for 1971 calls for the same charges to the users as before and 
hopefully anticipates the same town appropriations recommended last year. 


To enable us to provide this service to the residents of your town at ap- 
proximately 50% of the cost, we respectfully request that you place an article 
in your town warning for the March meeting to enable your townspeople to 
vote upon assistance to the service in accordance with the accompanying table. 
The legality of such an article is covered in Title 24, Section 2601 of Vermont 
Statutes Annotated. An article for this purpose might be worded as follows: 


“Shall the town vote the sum of $.......... as its share toward the 
expense of operating the Brightlook Hospital, or successor Northeastern 
Vermont Regional Hospital, ambulance service for the ensuing year. 
(The Corporators of Brightlook Hospital voted on December 4, 1969 
to turn over their assets to Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital, 


Inc. as soon as it could legally be accomplished.)”

Your support of the Northeastern Vermont Development As- 
sociation has enabled it to provide a wide variety of services to the 
communities of the Northeast Kingdom. During the past year, 
major emphasis has been placed on assistance to the Selectmen 
and Town Planning Commissions. In efforts to expand these ser- 
vices, NVDA has recently added a professional Jand use planner to 
its staff. His primary purpose will be to work directly with mem- 
ber communities requesting help. 


Recruitment of new industry and assistance to those already 
located in the Northeast Kingdom remain priority activities of 
NVDA. The Association feels strongly that additional job oppor- 
tunities must be created to meet the needs of the young people. 
They should not be forced to leave the region in order to find em- 
ployment. The NVDA sponsored Maple Production Study was de- 
signed to supplement the agricultural economy cf the area. The 
Victory-Granby Historic Village proposal could provide an eco- 
nomic boost to the recreational and commercial business sector of 
the entire region.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
on the 
ESSEX-CALEDONIA SUPERVISORY UNION 


As this will be my final report to you as Superintendent of the 
Essex-Caledonia Supervisory Union I wish to express my sincere 
thanks for the fine cooperation that has been extended me by all the 
school boards, the professional staff and the general public. It is 
only in that spirit of cooperation that education can continue to im- 
prove. During the six years that I have been on the job many 
changes have come about and I would like to take this opportunity 
to note some of them. 


When the results of the 1970 census were released they showed 
that the long standing decline in the population of the Northeast 
Kingdom was continuing. The school enrollment figures show just 
the opposite trend for in September of 1966 the Union had 633 pu- 
pils on the roster. In September of 1971 the enrollment had in- 
creased by 86 pupils—not a spectacular gain but one which I ex- 
pect will increase. 


In 1966 there were 32 full time teachers on the staff—this year 
there are 41. This growth in the staff is due to an expanding educa- 
tional program as well as the increased enrollment. Art, music, 
physical education, reading, kindergarten, library, and guidance are 
aot ee have been added in whole or in part in the various 
schools. 


Teacher aides, unknown to the Union in 1966 now number four 
and more could be used to advantage especially as the individual- 
ization of the educational process develops. 


It is in the area of school operational costs that the greatest 
changes can be seen during the past six years. In 1966 budgets 
totaling $392,665 were approved by the eight towns in the Union. 
In 1971 that fgiure stood at $809,332 and this year the boards will 
be seeking a total of $892,950. 


At the same time that the local costs have been increasing so 
substantially state aid has been following another pattern. In 1966 
the eight towns received $107,002 in general siate aid which by 
1969 had increased to $215,497. This appears to have been the 
peak year in assistance for last December the aid dropped $9,000 
and the first estimates given out by the State Department show a 
total of about $158,000 to be paid the eight towns next December. 


The big item in all school budgets, where tuition students are 
few in numbers, is that of teacher salaries. It is here that the towns 
and the professional staff have both shown a cooperative and under- 
standing attitude. In 1966 teachers with a bachelor’s degree were 
receiving about $5,000 a year. Next year’s teachers contracts will 
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be written with beginning salaries of $6,300 or $6,400 and maxi- 
mums of $9,072 or $9,216. Fringe benefits have been added to the 
program so that today the individual teacher is provided Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield insurance with major medical. To attract and keep 
Rood teachers it is necessary to offer reasonable salaries and bene- 
its, ones that are competitive with other school systems of this sec- 
tion of Vermont. 


The school plants throughout the Union vary in size and qual- 
ity but basically they are in good condition. The addition at Wa- 
terford has enabled that school to provide a different type of in- 
structional program for a growing enrollment. The construction 
of the gymnasium and industrial arts builidng and the renovations 
to the older building have given Concord the basic facilities needed. 
More classroom space is now top priority. 


In conclusion, it is my opinion that the educational program 
provided in the Supervisory Union is good and improving each 
year. It is my hope that through the cooperation of all segments 
of the educational community the Essex-Caledonia Supervisory 
Union will continue to exemplify a forward looking rural education- 
al environment. 


ON THE CONCORD SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Last fall there were 383 students enrolled in the Concord 
Schools compared to 287 in 1966. My report this year focuses on 
this growth picture for I think it is a preview of things to come. 
The starting point of this new era in your schools was the wise de- 
cision of the voters to meet the secondary school standards estab- 
lished by the State Board of Education. Unpopular as many such 
requirements are these got the educational program at Concord on 
the “main road.” A most favorable feature of this improvement 
program has been that it is one which the town can afford. 


A look at comparative budgets might make many wince for in 
this six year period they have increased from $125,380 to $336,665. 
However, during this same period State Aid on current operation 
expenses has risen from $35,078 to an anticipated $99,000 for 1972. 
Likewise tuition receipts have grown from $26,317 to an expected 
$98,000 next year. These factors have enabled Concord to live for 
a four year period without an increase in its school tax. Roughly, 
the cost of education in Concord is carried by one third local funds, 
one third State Aid and one third tuition receipts. 


From comments which I have heard some citizens are ques- 
tioning the wisdom of accepting tuition pupils. A glance at the 
tuition receipts mentioned above should provide most of the answer. 
Furthermore, if all tuition students were dropped it would not be 
possible to reduce the operating costs appreciably. As no subject 
area could be eliminated from the curriculum a reduction in staff 


32 


size would be almost impossible. In a very few instances a second 
division of an English or history class might be unnecessary. The 
presence of tuition students actually enables Concord to offer a 
good high school program at a reasonable cost. It should be un- 
derstood that the tuition students are paying their share of the cost 
of construction and maintenance of the school plant. The only item 
which cannot be included in the tuition charge is that of transpor- 
tation. Under the present arrangement the towns sending students 
to Concord pay the announced rate and have no voice in the opera- 
tion of the school. 


It is expected that next year there will be 112 tuition students in 
the Concord Schools; 88 in high school and 24 in the grades. Tui- 
tion rates have been set at $950 and $600 for the ensuing year. 


Additional classroom space is now becoming a top priority item. 
The two room mobile unit purchased second hand last fall has 
helped but more room is needed. During the coming year careful 
consideration will be given to the long term building needs. 


For the first time the services of a full time guidance coun- 
selor have been made available to the students. This will help to 
meet a long felt need. While the principal will still be involved in 
the guidance area to some extent he will be able to spend more time 
in the administration and supervision of the entire school program. 


In summary—it is my opinion that the Concord Schools are 
really moving forward on all fronts. By helping to serve the edu- 
cational needs of the immediate area the Concord Schools can look 
ahead to a bright future.

In February 1972, the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hospitals will cease 
to operate as functional facilities and will be merged into the new Northeastern 
Vermont Regional Hospital. During 1971, 7068 persons needing help were 
treated at the Brightlook and St. Johnsbury Hospitals—908 more than in the 
previous year. There were 30 more in-patients and 878 more out-patients 
treated than in 1970. With the completion of the new NVRH facilities, the 
improvement in quality and extended range of services should serve to further 
increase the number of patients treated from the Northeast Kingdom. How- 
ever, in order to finance the construction of our new 100-bed hospital it was 
necessary to borrow $2,600,000 of first mortgage bonds payable in 1973 and 
1975, to be converted to a long term mortgage. Although the interest and 
related financing costs of such borrowing is a severe burden on hospital oper- 
ations, we are respectfully requesting that you only continue with the same 
appropriation amounts as in previous years. The amount requested has been 
the same each year since 1964. 


To aid in evaluating how this need be allocated on an equitable basis 
between the respective towns, the accompanying statement is furnished in or- 
der to provide you the pertinent facts and suggested appropriations.

On February 14, 1972, the Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital is 
scheduled to begin operation. The completion of this modern health care 
facility represents the culmination of over 5 years of dedicated effort and 
cooperation of many people in the Northeast Kingdom. The successful conclu- 
sion of this project will also involve the cessation of operations at both Bright- 
look and St. Johnsbury Hospitals together with the transfer of the Brightlook 
Ambulance Service to the Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital. 


As of November 30, 1971 our ambulance service has completed 5 full 
years of service to residents of your town and 15 other towns in this area. 
During this past year we have responded to 624 calls for help—an increase 
of 207 from the first year of operation. We should indeed be proud that 
through our ability to work cooperatively together we have established a pro- 
fessionally trained service available to each taxpayer.

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The Ambulance Drivers and Attendants who serve you have received 
both Red Cross Basic and Advanced Training courses, Also, they have re- 
ceived specialized instruction from Drs. Coburn, Grimes, McCauley and 
Farmer in such critical areas as emergency childbirth, emergency cardiopul- 
monary resuscitation, splinting, fractures and moving of patients. A new 15 
week review and training course is scheduled to begin in the near future. 


We hope to continue to provide this service to the residents of your town 
at approximately 50% of cost. Provision should also be made for early re- 
placement of our 1961 42” headroom Cadillac which has little reliable opera- 
tional life remaining. Further, the service has not yielded sufficient cash in- 
come to reimburse the hospital for the initial investment of $12,500 for am- 
bulances purchased since the service began. 


The Ambulance Service budget for 1972 will contain the same charges 
to users as before and hopefully anticipates the same Town Appropriations as 
recommended last year. 


We therefore respectfully request that you place an Article in your Town 
Warning for the March Meeting to enable your townspeople to vote upon as- 
sistance to the service in accordance with the Accompanying Table. The le- 
gality of such an Article is covered in Title 24, Section 2601 of Vermont Stat- 
utes Annotated. An Article for this purpose might be worded as follows: 


“Shall the Town vote the sum of $.......... as its share toward 
the expense of operating the Northeastern Vermont Regional Hos- 
pital Ambulance Service for the ensuing year.”

The Caledonia Home Health Care Agency is a non-profit charitable or- 
ganization certified for Home Health Services under Medicare and Medicaid. 
Members of the corporation represent the agency to the community (i. e. 
physicians, nurses, dentists, social workers) the business community, volun- 
teers, differing socio-economic levels, and varying age groups. The agency 
provides part time intermittent professional nursing care to the sick and dis- 
abled at home related to a plan of care established with an individual’s 
physician. Other therapeutic services available are physical therapy, medical 
social services and homemaker-home health aide services. Frequency of 
visits depends on need but can vary from three times daily to once every two 
weeks. All age groups are served including infants and children. In 1972 
we have made 7,462 visits to 451 individuals. No one is denied service be- 
cause of inability to pay. These services are supported through fees collected 
from the patients, Medicare, Medicaid and other health insurances; town ap- 
propriations and state allocations which are based on a ratio of local support 
including town appropriations. 


Health services in maternal and child health not available through other 
community agencies are offered; that is prenatal education including Expect- 
ant Parent Discussion Groups and classes in the Lamaze method held at 
Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital; health supervision to all ages, a 
comprehensive ambulatory pediatric service for medically indigent pre-school 
children at the Child Health Center in St. Johnsbury; the health component 
for the area Day Care Centers and Satellite Homes and nursing services for 
the St. Johnsbury Planned Parenthood Clinic, All services in maternal and 
child health are supported by grant funds or through contractual agreements 
for reimbursement. 


A hospital based nurse coordinator employed by the agency functions 
in the Northeastern Vermont Regional and Hardwick Hospitals insuring con- 
tinuity of care in these settings. Throughout all agency programs emphasis 
is upon a family focused health service based on sound public health philoso- 
phy. Included is health education aimed at preventing disease; problem 
oriented health counseling which detects disease, making early intervention 
possible, and the control of disease with priority given to care which pre- 
vents, shortens, or delays institutionalization; rehabilitates with early return 
to normal functioning or maintains at optimal level of function. 


We respectfully ask for your much needed support for the coming year 


in order that we may continue to provide home health services in your 
community.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
on the 


ESSEX-CALEDONIA SUPERVISORY UNION 


The year that has passed since January of 1972 has seen the 
retirement of your fine Superintendent of Schools, Philip H. 
Mathewson. Your new superintendent is finding the job both 
challenging and rewarding. 

I have found the schools of the supervisory union to be as 
good as most schools I have seen, and better than many. This is 
not to say that we have arrived at perfection. We still have a 
lot to do to provide our students with the educational opportuni- 
ties they need to live successful lives in the late 20th and early 
21st centuries. 

Through combined federal and local funds we have been ex- 
tremely fortunate to obtain the full-time services of Mrs. Mildred 
Denio, R.N. Mrs. Denio has proven to be an indispensable part 
of the supervisory union. She is doing an excellent job of co-or- 
dinating services for the physical, mental and emotional health of 
our students. She is much more than a school nurse, doing among 
other things, the job of a home-school co-ordinator. 

Our federally funded, union-wide project in environmental 
and ecological experiences for students has been extremely suc- 
cessful and under the direction of Mr. Andrew Fisher and a com- 
mittee of a dozen or more teachers from our schools. Activities 
include the development and use of outdoor laboratories at each 
school, one-day sessions in Victory Bog, and a week-long camp- 
ing experience at the project's camping area in Granby. 

We are hopeful that federal funding of our union-wide proj- 
ects will continue for they are of immense value to us. Plan- 
ning is under way to provide for continuation at the end of fed- 
eral funding. 

Finally, I must mention our marvelous and long suffering 
supervisory union secretary and treasurer, Mrs. Violette Paige. 
I’m sure the central office would have fallen apart this fall had it 
not been for her. Thank you, Vi. 

On the Concord School District: 

The increasing enrollments of the past few years caught up 
with us this year in the form of overcrowded classrooms, particu- 
larly in the middle grades. Principal David Leavitt, recognized 
that the quality of education for the students in our middle grade 
classrooms was decreasing due to overcrowding in spite of the 
efforts of our two dedicated, and hard working teachers. Mr. 
Leavitt impressed time and again upon your superintendent and 
school board that something had to be done to improve the sit- 
uation. Each of the two classrooms had over thirty students and 
State Board of Education specifications called for no more than 
twenty-one students in rooms of that size. Therefore, on Janu- 
ary 22, 1973, we reopened the third classroom at East Concord to 
serve as a combination 5th and 6th grade of eighteen students. 
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The Concord school system is providing a good, solid educa- 
tion to its students. We are fortunate to have an excellent, dedi- 
cated staff, most of whom put in far more hours than required 
and are truly credits to the education profession and the Town 
of Concord. 


Special mention must be made of our high school principal, 
David Leavitt, an excellent administrator who runs an efficient 
operation up there “on the hill.” My personal thanks must go to 
Mr. Leavitt. Had he not been here this year your “green” su- 
sama of schools would have had a much more difficult 
task. 


The increasing growth that was mentioned in the first para- 
graph has been accompanied each year by constantly increasing 
costs. Those costs in turn have been accompanied by significant 
increases in tuition income each year and steady increases in state 
aid. The number of tuition students anticipated for this year, 
however, was considerably higher than the actual number of stu- 
dents attending Concord schools. Also, next year’s anticipated 
income for tuition is not a significant increase over this year’s. 
Consequently a greater share of the cost of education must fall 
on the taxpayers of Concord. It has been a relatively easy five 
years, with the school taxes increasing only 10¢ in that time. 
The proposed school tax rate is a very large increase over last 
year, but is an absolute necessity if the Concord school system 
is to continue to provide quality education to its students. 


Let us hope that another year will find costs moderating and 
educational quality continually increasing,

In February 1972 Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital opened its 
doors and accepted all the patients transferred from Brightlook and St. Johns- 
bury Hospitals. 


Since then this new, modern facility, with its extended services and its 
streamlined organization has set a new standard of health care for the area 
it serves. 


In addition to the problems of start-up and the administrative problems 
of combining the personnel and practices of Brightlook and St. Johnsbury 
Hospitals, our main problem has been one of low census (patient days) which 
has increased from 41% in February to 54% in December 1972. 


Our start-up and low census problems are largely responsible for a loss 
of $90,000 for the eight month period of February through September 1972. 


The only long-term solution to low census is to increase our medical staff 
so as to extend our range of service and decrease our referrals to other 
hospitals. 


The recruiting of new physicians by the medical staff and the hospital 
administration has been most rewarding and has resulted in nine new physi- 
cians being added to the medical staff, among them specialists in such fields as 
urology, rehabilitation medicine and mental health for which patients have 
heretofore been referred to other hospitals. 


It is the opinion of your hospital administration that the planning and 
the new programs now operating will assure the future security of the hospital. 


We predict great future changes in the area of hospital reimbursement 
as a result of self analysis by Blue Cross, Medicare and other third party 
payers which constitute the major percentage of business. As a result, we 
expect to accept conditions that practically exclude any opportunity for future 
protit. 


We respectfully request that you continue to support your hospital in 
the form of town appropriations in the manner and in the amounts that have 
been granted in past years. Such funds will be reserved for use in lieu of 
profit dollars for equipment and facilities necessary to preserve and extend the 
level of health care provided by the hospital.

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NORTHEAST KINGDOM MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE, INC. 


The Northeast Kingdom Mental Health Service, Inc., a private non-profit 
organization, serves Caledonia, Essex, and Orleans Counties with offices in 
St. Johnsbury, Newport, and Hardwick. 24 hour emergency service is provided. 


No one is turned away because of inability to pay. 


During the FY 1972-73, 362 admissions were from Caledonia County, an 
increase of 24% with 19% of the total admissions under age 18. Treatment 
ranged from one to two visits to regular visits throughout the year. These 
figures do not include services provided through school. consultations, or work 
with other agencies such as Home Health, Child Day-Care, Child Welfare 
drug programs, and others. 


Consultation services are extended to Dept. of Social Welfare; school pro- 
grams (parent/teacher/student); physicians; hospitals; Child Day Care Centers; 
Parent Child Center; Dept. of Corrections; public health nurses; nursing 
homes; Alcohol Rehabilitation; Employment Security; and Brandon Training 
School residents from the Northeast Kingdom. 


ape programs focused on prevention include: Children’s Services; 
School Consultation programs; Summer Activities programs for children; and 
collaboration with the Pediatric Nurse Practitioner/Caledonia Home Health 
Agency program. 


These services demand a qualified staff of psychiatric and medical con- 
sultants; psychiatrist; psychologists; social workers; occupational and physical 
therapists; psychiatric nurse; coordinator for volunteer services; recreational 
therapists; registered nurses; family life specialist; pastoral counselor; comp- 
troller; community education and information worker; and adequate secretarial 
and clerical help. State mental health standards must be met. 


The Ver-shire Schools & Shops in Newport, St. Johnsbury, and Colebrook, 
N. H. serve the physically and mentally handicapped of all ages, with empha- 
sis on Rehab, Spec. Ed., Pre-vocational training for M R and _ handicapped. 
The full range includes counseling, group activities, therapies, etc. 


A regional Office On Aging, Newport, is an informational and outreach 
office to assist the elderly in the tri-county area. 


NKMHS works closely with the Vt. State Hospital to insure continuity of 
care between hospital and community. Northeast Kingdom population in the 
hospital has been reduced 17% in 1973. Length of stay has been cut to 1 
month in the NK Unit. 


NKMHS receives its principal support from local, private, state and fed- 
eral sources. Grants carry some programs for short periods of time. While 
many individuals are receiving help, many more need help. There is a need 
for broader services. We need to increase our income. 


If town meeting appropriations are spent locally, which they will be, the 
state will match the amount. There will be no funds from the state unless 
local money is raised. :

NORTHEASTERN VERMONT REGIONAL HOSPITAL, INC.

1973 marks the first full fiscal year of operation in our new hospital. 
During 1973 we averaged 1600 patient days per month as compared with 
1400 during 1972, representing a 54% occupancy as compared to 47% durin 
1972. And, I believe it significant to note that patient census has average 
60% during the past several months. Further, the number of emergency and 
out-patient department visits has increased 55% during the past year. We be- 
lieve that this more effective utilization of our new medical facility results from 
the continued additions to our medical staff. 

Other significant developments during the year include: 

—American Hospital Association Survey Certification for a period of three 

years was received during March. 

—The Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals survey was con- 
ducted during September and accreditation for a two year period was 
received December 24, 1973. 

—Special medical equipment and supplies at a cost of approximately 
$34,000 was purchased during the year in order to support new proce- 
dures and techniques now being performed by new physicians on the 
medical staff. Of this amount, $22,500 was received from Town 
Grants during 1973 of which over $13,000 was used to purchase much 
needed operating room equipment, $4,000 for urological equipment, 
and the balance of $5,500 for pediatric, obstetric and physical therapy 
equipment. Additional new equipment will be required in 1974 in or- 
der to support new medical services particularly in otolaryngology and 
radiology. 

Our increased occupancy and our continued efforts to reduce costs has 

resulted in a profit of approximately $35,000 in our last fiscal year. 

This $35,000, according to our contract with Blue Cross, must be refund- 
ed to them as their interests appear, as they pay only costs or charges, which- 
ever is less. It is the intent of Medicare and Medicaid to change their method 
of payment in the near future to match that of Blue Cross. 

Together, such contracts cover 75% of our billings. 

Therefore, the hospital is without profit dollars or, more importantly, is 
without funds to pay for equipment needed to expand health services or re- 
place and update our equipment. 

Without these dollars we are unable to provide hospital owned equipment 
to support our new physicians. 

We therefore depend on endowments, gifts and/or the monies given to 
us by the towns we serve. 

Therefore, we assure you, the dollars allocated to us will remain in the 
community to serve and serve again the people of the area. 

It is my privilege to extend our appreciation for your assistance in the 
past and respectfully request your continued support in the form of town ap- 
propriations in the same amounts that have been granted in previous years. 

We therefore respectfully request that you place an Article in your Town 
Warning for the March Meeting to enable your townspeople to vote upon 
assistance to the service in accordance with the Accompanying Table. The 
legality of such an Article is covered in Title 24, Section 2601 of Vermont 
Statutes Annotated. An Article for this purpose might be worded as follows: 

“Shall the Town vote the sum of $ as its share toward the pur- 
chase of new equipment to maintain or increase the level of health care pro- 
vided by Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital for the ensuing year.”

The Caledonia Home Health Care Agency, Inc. is a non-profit charitable 
organization certified for home health services under Medicare and Medicaid. 
In 1973 we have made 10,498 visits to 552 individuals. No one is denied 
service because of inability to pay. Frequency of visits depends on need but 
can vary from daily visits to once every two weeks. 


The agency gives part time professional nursing care to the sick and dis- 
abled at home through a close working arrangement with the patient’s physi- 
cian. Other therapeutic services available are physical therapy, occupational 
therapy, medical social services and homemaker-home health aide services. 
All age groups are served including infants and children. 


These services are supported through funds collected from the patients, 
Medicare, Medicaid and other health insurances; town appropriations and state 
allocations. 


All agency programs emphasize health services for the whole family. 
Consideration is given to health education, supervision and counseling as well 
as in caring for the sick at home. In this way emphasis is given to the pre- 


vention or early detection of disease. 


Preventive health services not available through other community agen- 
cies are provided. Included are a series of Expectant Parent Discussion 
Groups and classes in the Lamaze method held at Northeastern Vermont Re- 
gional Hospital; a comprehensive pediatric service for medically indigent 
children at the Child Health Center in St. Johnsbury; health services for the 
area Day Care Centers and Satellite Homes and nursing services for the St. 
Johnsbury Planned Parenthood Clinic. 


We respectfully ask for your much needed support for the coming year. 
It should be remembered that home health care can prevent, shorten or delay 
unneeded nursing home or hospital care, help families maintain the elderly at 
home making more meaningful living possible and finally that care at home 
is always the least costly setting for health care.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
on the 
ESSEX-CALEDONIA SUPERVISORY UNION 


The 1973-1974 school year has been a busy and exciting one for 
me as superintendent. It has been one of “you name it and it has 
happened” somewhere in the supervisory union. It has been inter- 
esting and enjoyable. I have some excellent people to work with 
in each of the towns, 

Mrs. Mildred Denio and Mrs. Violette Paige have again proven 
more than indispensable, often performing “above and beyond the 
call of duty.” 

Our environment and ecology project is thriving in spite of 
the fact that we are seeking new sources of funding. We are en- 
thusiastic about the project and its chances of continuation and ex- 
pansion with increased participation by students.
